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FRANCE SEEKS A QUARREL 


SHE SUSPENDS DIPLOMATIC RE- 
LATIONS WITH EGYPT. 

THE FRENCH REPRESENTATIVE AT CAIRO 
ORDERED TO WITHDRAW—MR. GLAD- 
STONE MUCH TROUBLED BY THE EVENT. 

Cargo, April 24.—The French Chargé 
@'Affaires in Egypt has been instructed by his 
Government to suspend all official relations with 
Egypt, and to make the declaration to the 
Egyptian Government that France declines to 
sanction the Egyptian financial convention 
and reserves to itself complete liberty of action. 

The French Chargé d’Affaires has delayed his 
fieparture from Cairo. It is stated that Egypt 
now offers to compromise the dispute with 
France concerning the seizure and suppression 
of the Bosphore Egyptien by making an apology 
and by admitting that her officials violated the 
rights of domicile of the publishers, the apol- 
ogy, however, to contain “no allusion to the 
peizure of the Bosphore Egyptien.” 

Diplomatic relations between Egypt and 
France have not yet been broken. The French 
Chargé, however, has been instructed to go to 
Alexandria to-morrow morning, and if Egypt 
fails to make a satisfactory reply he will leave 
Alexandria at 6 o’clock to-morrow evening. In 
the event of a final breaking off ot diplomatic 
reiations between the two countries the inter- 
ests ot France will be confided to the Russian 
Consulate. j 

Three French transports, with 4,000 troops on 
hoard, which are now in the Suez. Canal have 
been ordered to remain there for the present. 

‘The opinion 1s expressed here that France and 
Russia are concerting against England. 

The French flag at the Consulate has been 
hauled down. Nubar Pasha gives no signs of 
yielding. 

Lonpon, April 25.—Lord Granville has 
telegraphed to Sir Evelyn Baring, Diplomatic 
Agent of Great Britain at Cairo, to support 
Nubar Pasna to the utmost extremity in his re- 
fusal to grant the French demand for reparation. 

The Daily News says there is reason to believe 
that the communications between England and 
France point to a friendly settlement of the 
Bosphore-Eayptien affair. 

A dispatch to the Times from Cairo says: ‘** M. 
Taillandier has broken official relations with 
Egypt. He at the same time informed the Gov- 
ernment that unless satisfaction was giveo in 
the Bosphore Egyptien affair France would not 
present the Egyptian financial convention to the 
Chamber of Deputies.” 


Lonpon, April 24.—In the lobbies of the 
House of Commons this afternoon it- was said 
that Mr. Gladstone, pale and agitated, made an 
nimgst pathetic appeal to members of Parlia- 
ment not to press upon the Government ques- 
tions concerning the situation in Egypt or the 
condition of the correspondence with Russia 
upon the Afghan boundary and the collision of 
the Russian and Afghan troops. Mr. Gladstone, 
‘It was claimed, was much disturbed by the news 
from Cairo this mirning of the rupture by 
France of her relations with Egypt. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Gladstone announced that the French Chargé 
a’ Affaires ieft Cairo to-day. This announcement 
Was subseguentiy corrected at the Foreign 
Office, where it was explained that the Premier’s 
statement was based ona translation of a cipher 
dispatch to the Government which has since 
been found to have beenerroneous. The Foreign 
Office announces that the Government has no 
information that the French Chargé d’Affaires 
has departed from Cairo. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon the 
Egyptian loan bill passed in committee without 
amendment. 

Paris, April 24.—The breaking off of offi- 
cial relations between France and Egypt was en- 
tirely unexpected by the people, and the news 
created a great sensation. This act of France is 
considered to be unmistakable evidencethat there 
is an understanding between France and Russia. 

Rentes are quoted at 78f. 2c. Egyptian unified 
bonds rose 5f. on a rumor that Nubar Pasha had 
resigned the Presidency of the Egyptian Council 
of Ministers. This rumor lacks confirmation, 
however. 


ALEXANDRIA, April 24.—There is much 
excitement here over the French-Egyptian 
situation. 


THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN QUARREL. 
MR. GLADSTONE REFUSES TO ANBWER QUES- 
TIONS—THE AMEER’S MILITARY STRENGTH. 

Lonpox, April 24.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, Mr. Henry Labouchere and 
Mr. Henry Richard, both Radicals, asked whether 
the Government, before deciding to go to war 
with Russia, would seek the offices ofa friendly 
power to obtain a peaceable settlement. Mr. 
Gladstone replied that never during the present 
correspondence with Russia or_the discussion of 
the serious questions at present before Parlia- 
ment had the Government said anything in 
prejudice of the idea advanced by the question- 
ers. As, however, every answer made by the 
Government to interrogatories put in the House 
of.Commons was an announcement to Russia, 
the Government, Mr. Gladstone said, have de- 
cided that iit was neither advisapnie nor con- 
venient to make declarations to Russia through 
Parliament. 

Dispatches from Cabul state that the Ameer 
of Afghanistan has reiterated his statement that 
he is competent to defend Herat against the 
Russians without the aid of British troops. 

The telegraph tine between Meshed and Tehe- 
ran is broken. Sir Peter Lumsden is thus pre- 
vented from communicating direct with Lon- 
don. 

The Armstrong works at Newcastle having re- 
ceiyed an order trom Russia for a large quantity 
of war material have declined to fill it, and 
have given notice to the British Admiralty of 
the nature of the order, 

The Duchess of Edinburgh, sister of the Czar, 
is greatly distressed at the strained relations ex- 
isting between Russia and England. She is pre- 
pared to start, if necessary,in a few hours for 
Coburg, where she will reside in the event of war. 


Sr. Pererspure, April 24.—It is stated 
here that naval officers who had been retired on 
half pay bave been ordered upon the active list 

ending the issue of the controversy between 
Sngiand and Russia. 

it is reported here that the Russian troops are 
advancing upon Tirpul. 

It is stated that the Governor of Orenburg has 
been summoned here, having been chosen to 
take command ot the proposed,Turcoman vol- 
unteer force. Gen. Baranoff has also been sum- 
moned from Nijni Novgorod to assume com- 
mand at Cronstadt. The Government is hav- 
ing thousands of Whiteheaa torpedoes’ manu- 
factvred for the protection of the northern 
coast. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 24.—The batteries 
on the Dardanelles are being hastily repaired. 
La Turquie (semi-official) declares that if Turkey 
remains neutral and closes the straits she will be 
€ntitled to the protection of the powers. 


Nice, April 24.—The Russian officers who 
are here on furlough have been ordered to re- 
turn to their posts immediately. 


Rome, April 24.—The newspaper Popolo 
Romano states that Italy is desirous of maintain- 
ing neutrality in the event of war between Rus- 
fia and England. 


BomBay, April 24.—Rangoon, the capital 
of British Burmah, at the mouth of the Irra- 
wadidy River, is being strongly tortified. Steam 
launches, titted with torpedoes, are stationed in 
the harbor, and guns have aiso been mounted to 
guard the channels of the river. The naval 
authorities at Bombay are on the lookout for 
five Russian cruisers which were revorted as 
passing Aden last week. On their anpearance 
in these waters they wiil be closely followed up 
by British war ships. 


LonpDoy, April 25.—The News admits that 
if the Afghan Boundary Commission had 
met, Gen. homaroi! would not have taken 
the itaw into his own hands. England, 
the Nevs says, is willing to advise 
the Ameer to surrender certain. districts 
which are admitted to be on the Afghan fron- 
tier in order to satisfy both Russia and the 
Ameer. It is still possible, the News believes, 
that the dispute may be arranged peacefully 
if Russia is honestly desirous of avoiding a 
quarrel. 

The Government has decided to increase the 
number of armed cruisers to 20. and has char- 
tered the stezmers Coptic and Alaska and the 
Pecific Company’s steamer Britannia. 

A dispatch trom Tirpul dated April 20 says: 
** Persistent statements ure mude here that large 
Russian forces are coming from the Caspian to 
the Afrhan frontier. It is reported that in the 
hattie at Penjdeh the Russians killed three Texkke 
Turcomans who weve regarded as hostile. The 

resent situation is critical. Only very firm 
British support will restore the confidence of 
the Afghans. The Afghan troops engaged in 
the Penjdel battie have nearly all dispersed.”

CITEMENT IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpovn, April 24.—There was a stormy 
discussion in the House of Commons this even- 
ing over the bill for the registration‘of voters in 
Ireland. Col. John P. Nolan, Home Rule mem- 
ber for Galway County, moved to amend the 
bill by providing that the charges for the regis- 
tration be provided for by the General Govern- 
ment, and not be defrayed by the local rates. Mr. 
Gladstone vigorously opposed the amendment, 
and drew a gloomy picture of its possible re- 
sults: Mr. Childers, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, implored the Irish members to have 
patience, and showed that their proposal would 
cause an additional burden upon the. taxpayers 
of £130,000. Col. Nolan, however, was obdurate, 
and the amendment was carried by a vote of 
62 to 56. After the announcement of the vote 
Mr. Gladstone adjourned the debate in order 


that the Government might consider the ques- 
tion. 


LonpDon, April 25.—There was much ex- 
citement in the House over the Government de- 
feat. Before the division Mr. Gladstone stated 
that the Government reserved treedom of ac- 
tioa if the amendment carried. Its adoption en- 
tails & loss of £130,000 yearly on the consolidated 
fund, with a simular relief to the local taxes. It 
is believed the Government will decide to go on 
with the bill and endeavor to reverse the vote 
in the report stage witha fuller House. The 
Government in the meantime, it is thought, will 
proceed with the English and Scotch bills, and 
test the same question.

THE ADMIRALTY OFFICE EXPLOSION. 

Lonpbon, April 24.—The Globe repeats the 
story that the police authorities still hold to the 
theory that the explosion in the Admira'ty 
Office yesterday morning was the result of pri- 
vate malice against Mr. Swainson, the chief 


clerk in the Secretary’s department. Mr. Swain- 
son, who was severely wounded by the expio- 
sion, continues to make favorable progress, and 
it isexpected that he will soon be able to make a 
detailed statement in regard to the explosion. 
The detectives continue active, but kave ob- 
tained little evidence likely to afford a clue to 
the perpetrators of the outrage. When Mr. 
Swainson has sufficiently recovered to be ques- 
tioned the story that several employes of the 
office bore malice toward him will be sifted to 
the bottom. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

. BerNE, April 24.—The Swiss Assembly 
has called an international conterence to meet 
on Sept. 7 forthe purpose of framing an inter- 
national copyright treaty. 
BeuFrast, April 24.—The Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales landed from the royal yacht to- 
day. Notwithstanding rain was falling steadily 
vast crowds assembled to welcome the royal vis- 
itors and much enthusiasm prevailed. 
Paris, April 24.—The Abbé Ganahut was 
guillotined this morning for the murder last 
Fall of Mme. Ballerich. 

A dispatch from Tangier states that the special 
French mission, recently arrived there, will soon 


start for Fezto present the Sultan of Morocco 
with six fleld guns and a number of other valu- 
abie gifts. 

‘The Suez Canal Commission to-day agreed that 
no fortifications shall be erected along the canal. 
The commission also discussed ruies in connec- 
tion with the passage of belligerent vessels in 
time of war,-especially in regard to the questions 
whether prize vessels should be allowed to be 
towed through the canal and the length of time 
belligerents should be allowed to remain in the 
harbors of Port Said and Suez. No definite ac- 
tion was taken in regard to these questions. 


Lonpon, April 24.—The Right Hon. John 
Naish, the present Attorney-General of Ireland, 
has been appointed Lord Chancellor of Ireland, 
to fill the place made vacant by the death of Sir 
Edward Sulivan on the 13th inst. 

Ata greet meeting of rich and influential land- 
owners, heid 1n this city to-day and attended by 
such persons as the Duke of Argyli, the Earl of 
Carnarvon, and the Marguis of Kipon, it was re- 
solved to take steps for the immediate formation 
of a large corporation to be called the * National 
Land Company,” for the purpose of securing a 
gradual breaking up of the “large parcel” sys- 
tem of land ownership now injurious preva- 
lent in Great Britain. The plan of the new or- 
ganization is to buy up land at wholesale and 
sellit out in lots not to exceed 40 acres, under 
conditions likely to cause further subdivision 
and prevent ce gr ot title. The company 
will in all likelihood buy for cash, and will sell 
on deferred payments covering at least ten years. 


Maprip, April 24.—It is reported that 
several persons have been arrested at l'arragona, 
Gerona, and Saragossa on suspicion of having 
been concerned ina republican revolt. Somear- 
rests have also been madefor tampering with 
the rails of the Saragossa Railway.

Dr. Wilkins had such a resolution 
spread on the records of the company, but when 
the Secretary found it was incorrect the leaf was 
torn out. Dr. Wilkins isa member of the Balti- 
more Stock Exchange, and has for years been

AN ENGLISH MAN-OF-WAR WATCHING A 
RUSSIAN GRUISER. 

Norrotx, Va. April 24.—In an inter- 
view with an officer of the British man-of-war 
Garnet to-day, he stated that when the British 
and Russian vessels came into port here 
war was daily expected and the men on 
both ships were expecting an engagement. The 
ships, he said, are evenly matched as to speed 
and build, anda fight between them would be 
close. If. war should be declared the ship leav- 
ing first would be aliowed 24 hours’ start. 
The other ship would then follow, and 
when nine miles from ‘the shore, on 
the high seas, the vessels’ would probably 
engage each other. The men _ on_ the 
british ship are anxious for a fight, but are not 
now inclined to think that there will be war be- 
tween England and Ryssia. At any rate the 
British ship is keeping a sharp watch on her 
neighbor and will not let her escape if war 
snould be declared. The Captains of the two 
vessels are on the best of terms and dined to- 
gether to-day on board the Russian snip Strelok. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A_ party of 
army and navy officers are preparing to start 
for Norfolk in hopes that war will be declared 
between England and Russia. They will charter 
asteamer, and expect that the English man-of- 
war Garnet and Russian corvette Strelok will 
engage in naval combat. The Garnet was 
ordered to proceed to Havana, from thence to 
Key West and to Bermuda. Upon arriving at 
Havana, Capt. Hand disregarded his orders and 
followed the Russian vessel. 


The Russian corvette Strelok reached Norfolk 
from the West India sees. Her last port was 
Havana. The vessel is of iron, 1,355 tons, mount- 
ing 10 guns. 4 of which are rifled, is ship 
rigged, and has double topsails. She ‘was 
built in the Clyde, is considered fast, 
and has powerful engines. Following is 
the list of her officers: Commander—Capt. 
Sarydloff; Second Commander—Capt. Kruger; 
Lieutenants—Arzeouloff, Yung, Glers, Hiriakoff; 
Sub-Lieutenants—Togleff, Wesevologsky, Defa- 
bre, and Compt Heiden. The vessel has a crew 
of 160 men. 

The English man-of-war Garnet is an iron 
vessel, with powerful engines and a tonnage of 
2,120 tons. Herarmament is 12 guns ot heavy 
calibre. The vessel came from Vera Cruz, 
meeting the Strelok at Havana, and 
left that harbor two hours after. This 
is the Garnet’s list of officers: Captain— 
H. Band; Lieutenants—D. McN. Biddel, C.4 H. 
Coke, T. L. Oswell, C. G. Gardiner, E. D. 
Hunt; Chaplain—The Rev. R. O. Wilson; 
Staff Surgeon—Sir Diffrench-Mullen: Pay- 
master—C. KR. Rodham; Chief Engineer— 
James Barber; Sub-Lieutenant—H. T. Hib- 
bert; Assistant Paymasters — F. H. 
Luke, F. T. Ryan: Engineer—T. A. Reynolds; 
Assistant Engineer—F. T. Flood; Gunner—G. 
Pears; Boatswains—T. Laxon, H. Cook; Carpen- 
ter—A. Evans; Midshipmen—F. G. Dimby, T. F.

MALICIOUS INJURY. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 24.—There are 
five brothers named Case engaged in the paper 
making business in different places on the east 
side of the river, within a few miles of Hart- 
ford. F. L. Case owns a milf’ near South Man- 
chester, and one night recently after the em- 
ployes had left at midnight the premises were 
forcibly entered and every belt was found to be 
destroyed and all the felt in the paper machines 
was cut to pieces. His brothers, C. F. and H. 
F. Case, run a mill at South Glastonbury, and, 
following the occurrence at South Manchester. 
one of their horses died suddenly. They ha 
Jost several horses within a few years, but gave 
the matter no particular thought. But the out- 
rage in their brother’s mill caused them to have 
this animal exhumed, and a well-known vete- 
rinary surgeon made a post-mortem examina- 
tion this week and found unmistakable evidence 
of the existence of poison. The stomach was 
forwarded to Prof. Johnson, at New-Haven, and 
the result of his examination is expected soon.

THE AUTOPSY ON KATE SMULSEY. 

Utica, N. Y., April 24.—Dr. Theodore 
Deecke, special pathologist of the State Lunatic 
Asylum, who conducted the autopsy on the 
body of the late Kate Smulsey, the ** Fort Plain 
faster,’ has completed his report of the post 
mortem and microscopical examination of the 
girl's vital organs. He concludes that the pa- 
tient suffered and died from that form of con- 
sumption known under the term general tuber- 
culosis. In this case, as§the microscopical exam- 
ination revealed,a chronic tuberculosis whica 
had existed fora longer period was followed by 
the acute form which hastened the fatal ier- 
mination. The claim of the relatives of the 
young woman and others that she had been a 
faster is, so faras abstinence from food is con- 
cerned, refuted by the result of the autopsy.

A FIGHT WITH THE REBELS 


GEN. MIDDLETON MEETS THE IN- 
SURGENTS NEAR BATOCHE. 

A FIERCE ENGAGEMENT IN WHICH THE 
INDIANS PARTICIPATE—A PARTIAL LIST 
OF KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 24.—A 
Clarke’s Crossing messenger, just returned from 
the North, brings the following particulars of an 
engagement with the rebels, which occurred at 
9:15 A. M.,15 miles south of Batoche. ‘The in- 
surgents had taken ground on the edge of 
a deep ravine, from which they poured a deadly 
fire into the advancing column. When the 
messenger left the fight was still raging. 
Three houses of the enemy had been shelled 
and many rebels were driven from ‘them 
to refuge into the ravine. The Indian 
allies of Riel fought vigorously in{Indian fash- 
ion. The whole number in’ the ravine was 
estimated at 300. Gen. Middleton’s hat 
was shot through, put he escaped unin- 
jured. Capt. Wise had a horse shot under 
him. The ravine is entirely surrounded, and 
there is no possibility of escape for the rebels. 
The Tenth Royals, from the west bank, had just 
arrived as the messenger was leaving. The fol- 
lowing are the casualties as tar as known: 

Ninth Battalion.—Private Ferguson, Company 4, 
killed; Sergt. Macklin, Company 1, killed; PrivateJar- 
vis, slightiy wounded; Private Coniff, slightly wound- 
ed; Capt. Clarke, Company 6, wounded in side, ball ex- 
tracted; W. W. Matthews, Company 1, shot in left arm; 
Private Kemp, Company 1, shot in groin; Private 
Hesler, Company 6, shot in arm; Corp. Code, Company 
3. shot in both legs; Private Stovel, Compuny 3, shot 
in shoulder; Private Powdell, Company 4, head slight- 
ly wounded; Corp. Sethbridge, Company 3, shot 
through breast, probably fatal. 

C Company, School of Infantry.—R. McDougall, arm; 
R. Harris, arm; R. Jones, arm; Dunn, through jaw: 
Harry Jones, jaw; Arthur Watson, through body, 
tatal; Sergt. Cummings, thigh. 

A Sattery.—Private Boussant, through shoulder; 
Sergt.-Mujor Mawhinney, arm and shoulder; A. Taylor, 


slightly wounded; Arselin, shoulder; Ainsworth, ab- 
domen. 


Boulton’s Cavatry.—Capt. Gardiner, abdomen: James 
Laughford, shoulder; Bruce, right arm; J. Thompson, 
collar bone; H,. Purvis, left arm; King, slightly. 

12:30 Afternoon.—Several others wounded, but 
not brought in yet. One party of rebels just 
dislodged and artillery still shelling the rebels 
in the ravine. Several Indian ponies have been 
captured. The rebel loss is not yet kuown. The 
Indians set the prairie on fire, but a beavy hail- 
storm extinguished the fiames. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 24.—All Win- 
nipeg gave asigh of relief to-day, says the Free 
Press, when it was announced that a portion of 
Otter’s force was camped last night across the 
Battle River near Battleford. To-day’s dis- 
patches show that this was an advance guard 
of mounted police under Col. Herchmer, and 


that Otter’s main force was only a short dis- 
tance behind, The long suspense has told 
heavily on the garrison, and some _ of 
the women have become ill with anx- 
iety. The majority ot the Battleford 
people had relatives or friends in Winnipeg, 
and the knowiedge that they aave been released 
trom danger causes much rejoicing. When the 
garrison became aware of Herchmer's proximi- 
ty a detachment was sent down to the Grand 
Crossing of the Battle River. Shots were ex- 
changed by these, and the Indians crossed the 
river, and it is believed that some of the Indians 
were shot. After the arrival of Otter’s force, 
to-day Col. Herchmer, with 30 mounted police 
scoured the valley, but could not find any one. 
The Indians and rebel half breeds evidently fied 
at the approach of troops. 

The fol —— additional particulars are given 
by Inspector Dickens concerning the fight at 
Fort Pitt: On thel3th ot April Chief Big Gear 
and his band of Indiansapproached the fort and, 
sending a messenger, demanded that the arms 
and ammunition be given him by the police. 
Inspector Dickens answered that they would 
never be given, Scouts returning at this time from 
Frog Lake were passing the fort and were fired 
upon. by the Indians, who were cnraged at the 
refusal of the police tc give them the arms, An 
exciting tight followed, Policeman Cowan being 
killed and Lonsby wounded. The latter was 
hotly pursued by Indians, but reached the fort 
without further injury... While the redskins 
were pursuing him they were brought 
to a stop by a fire from the bar- 
racks. Four Indians were killed and ‘several 
wounded and the rest were driven back. 
The Indians numbered about 250, but 
notwithstanding their superior numbers could 
not stand before the steady and well-directed 
tire of the policemen. Just before the firing 
commenced Factor McLean, of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, hada parley with Big Bear, who 
told him that it was intended to kill only police, 
and if the civilians would leave the fort they 
would be safe. Believing the Indians so far out- 
numbered the garrison that they would be able 
to take the fort, and anxious for the women and 
children, McLean determined to accept Big Bear's 
terms. Hethen left the fort with all the civil- 
jians,and they are now with the Indians, about 
80 of them, of allages. This reduced the garri- 
son to 22 men, and being insufficient to defend 
the fort for any length of time, they left the 
fort the same afternoon after the fight ona 
scow they hada previously built, bringing all am- 
munition and arms that were in the barracks. 
Before leaving Fort Pitt the police received 
word from McLean that the Indians had coal oil 
and fire arrows prepared, and were ready to tire 
the tort if the police remained. 


BATTrLerorD, April 24.—Another Hud- 
son’s Bay warehouse was burned last night. A 
scout just in says: ‘** Otter’s party is in camp on 
the south side of Battle River to-night and will 
The scout has returned to 
report the situation here. Mounted Indians are 
riding excitedly about the hills south of here, 
Signal fires are seenin ali directions. The gar- 
rison was kept under arms all last night, and the 
situation is considered critical. Judge Roulan’s 
house was burned. 

‘Sr. Paux, April 24.—A Winnipeg special 
to the Pioneer Pre3s says: ** Gen. Middleton has 
at last received sufficient supplies to enable him 
to move. and to-day he advanced his forces 18 
miles, Lord Melgund and his scouts encountered 
several of Riel’s scouts yesterday and exchanged 
shots with them, but as Riei’s men retired into 
ambush, where it was probable that halfbreed 
reinforcements lay, Lord Melgund did not pur- 
sue them. Gen. Middletun telegraphed instruc- 
tions to have the steamer Northcote bring on 
supplics with all haste. The steamer is 
now on the way to Prince Albert heavily 
freighted with provisions. Gen. Middleton 
says he will meet her in Prince Albert in 
three days, by which time he expects to have 
cleanea out the rebels. Arrangements have 
been made for Col. Irvine to meet him near 
Batoche’s Crossing, where it is expected a fight 
will take place. Col. Irvine will prevent the es- 
cape of the rebels in the event of an engage- 
ment. It is quite evident that the military au- 
thorities are in possession of facts not known to 
the public, four peremptory orders were re- 
ceived yesterday from Gen. Middieton to have 
all troops stationed here go to the front at once. 
The London Fusileers and French Battalion, 
each 800 strong, leftin two special trains last 
night tor Swift Current, from which point they 
will be forwarded by river to join Gen. Middle- 
ton. 

Tne Governor-General's body guard and the 
Winnipeg troop of cavalry left for Fort Qu’Ap- 
pelle this moruing. The object is to reinforce 
Gen. Middleton from the rear should it be neces- 
sary for him to fall back. They will also be used 
to guard supply stations along the line. It is be- 
lieved here that Gen. Middleton has information 
regarding Riel’s intention and his forces 
which lead him to ask reinforce- 
ments. The Northwest fleld force un- 
der Gen. Middleton now comprises 865 men. 
as follows: Intantry—Nineteenth Batallion, 304; 
C Company, School of Intanty, (regulars,) 44; 
Tenth Royals, 259; artillery—A Battery, King- 
ston, (regulars,) 120; Winnipeg Field Battery, 
tour 9-pound muzzle loading rifled guns, amply 
provided with fuse and percussion shells and 
case shot, 62; cavalry—Boulté’s Vojunteers, 
60; French’s scouts, 25. In addition to these 
there will be 300 teamsters and 'supernumeries, 
of whom 140 have been armed with Peabody rifles, 
According to the best information the insurgent 
chief has 250 haif breeds armed with 40 Win- 
chester rifles, 20 Sniders, (captured at the Crozier 
fight, together with 400 to 500 rounds of ammu- 
nition,) and 150 to 200 saotguns, the latter 
effective at 100 yards when loaded with slugs and 
buckshot. lt is asserted that he has two brass 


tleld pieces, 7-pounders, with a few rounds, 


of solid shot foreach. Anestimate of Riel’s In- 
dian allies varies from 300 to 500, and the former 
is likely to be nearer the truth. 

A Fargo (Dakota) special to the Globe says: 
“4 tourist just returned from the National 
Park reports the Indians in Montana to be quite 
uneasy. Emissaries from Riel have been among 
them inciting the bucks to go to war aguinst the 
Dominion. One hundred and fifty of them 
erossed the Northern Pacific tracks on Cunday 
bound north, and if the trouble continues many 
warriors of Wyoming, Montana, and the Black 
Hills will go north to join Riel.” 





_ APACHES ON THE WAR PATH. 

Sr. Louis, April 24.—A dispatch from 
San José, Chihuabua, Mexico, says there can be 
no doubt but that the Apaches are again on the 
war path on the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains. On Monday last a. band of 60 of 
them attacked a few Mexicans at Pera 
Blanc and kiiled Odongo and Leon Ries. A 
courier was at once sent trom the Carrialtos 
Mine to the Governor to notify him of the raid, 
ana tell him there were no troops in that locali- 
ty. Phevstire surrounding country is aroused 
andinarms. ‘There hasalso been a large num- 
ber of cattle stolen by the Indians. 





FLOODS IN CANADA, 


STREETS INUNDATED IN MONTREAL AND 
OTHER PLACES. 

MontTreaL, April 24.—The water ‘con- 
tinues to rise in the river here, but no further 
damage has been reportea. At St. Lambert 
both above and below the bridge, the water is 
above the road, and the bridge and many houses 
on the bank are threatened by the mountains of 
ice which line the bank, and which a very slight 
rise of the water will carry crashing upon them. 


For miles back from St. Lambert much of the 
country is under water, the fiooded district ex- 
tending as faras Brosseau’s Station on the Grand 
Trunk Railway. It is reported that at St. Bruno 
there isa washout extending two miles along 
the railway track. Arrangements are being 
made to have the damage repaired. At St. Ga- 
briel and Point St. Charles the flood came from 
the south and north. The water from the south 
flooded the machme shops of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, submerging the track, and later lifted 
50 yards of the main line from its foundation. 
The northern flood submerged yards and houses 
toa depth of five feet, and drove many persons 
from their homes to take refuge on higher 
ground, 

The whole of St. Gabriel Village was at 3 P. M. 
a vast lake of water, in many places averaging 
from six to eight feet. Several sick persons bad 
to be removed from houses on rafts. It is not 
known that any lives have been lost. The losses 
are but partially known, though it is certain the 
Grand Trunk is a heavy loser. At4P. M. the 
water was still rising, and the flour shed on 
Hibernia-street, containing 600° barrels and 5,000 
bags of flour. will probably be destroyed. In 
consequence of the floods and washouts on the 
south side of the river all trains from Bona- 
venture in that direction have been canceled. 


MonTreEAL, April 24.—Since 11 o’clock 
last night the river has risen ¢wo feet, and affairs 
are becoming very alarming. Victoria~Bridge 
is in a very dangerous position, and it is ex- 
pected to give way. Point St. Charles 
is completely inundated. The water is 10 feet 
deep in Centre-street, People are sailing in the 
streets in boats. <A lady fell from a gallery into 
the street and was nearly drowned. A boy 
named Hoileau was drowned in St. Henri-street. 
The body was found some hours later.

The hundreds of men and 
women who ranged themselvesin frontof the 
doors and crowded into the house represented 
almost every grade of society from the enter- 

rising pickpocket to the solid miltionaire. 

robably the most numerous among the gather- 
ing were gentlemen who bore a singular resem- 
blance to the accepted idea of a second-hand 
clothes dealer. And these gentlemen were by 
odds the most vigorous buyers. 

The sales began early and printed catalogues 
of the 443 lots on auction sold readily at 50 cents 
apiece. Crockery, tin, wooden, and iron ware 
were sold before 11 o’clock, and then a $500 car- 
rage went for $50 and a sleigh for $20. Mr. 
Alden 8, Swan, a Bridge Trustee, bought a cab- 
inet for $23, the original cost of which was $100. 
A handsome billiard table and equipments, 
worth altogether $800, were sold for $115 to a 
lady. ‘* Deacon” William Richardson tried hard 
to buy two valuable chairs for $6, but some- 
body bid $7 and got them.

Logan heard that Senator Torrance bad written 
a letter to the Republican “Steering” Commit- 
tee criticising its course, he was greatly alarmed 
and immediately set about discovering the prob- 
able cause, and later on fellinto a study of the 
probable result. Many of the members are now 


much more willing to speak freely regarding the 
Senatorship than they were previous to its pub- 
lication, There 13 2 demand, and it will be 
made evident at no very’ distant date, 
and in no_ very flattering and indistinct 
manner, that Gen. Logan should acknowl- 
edge to the Republicans of the House 
and Senate who have supported him that it has 
been plainly shown that he cannot be elected by 
102 Republicans with 102 Democrats voting against 
them; and further, tbat even when there were 
but 101 Democrats arrayed in opposition he 
failed to grasp the prize. In view of this state 
of affairs the only proper course left for Logan 
to pursue is to ask that a new caucus be 
called and some new names be is- 
cussed. It is not deemed probable that 
Logan will volunteer to advise a new caucus, or 
will even submit graciously to the request for 
one. This idea is scouted as being absurd. Not 
a member ot the Thirty-tourth General Assem- 
bly believes fora moment that Logan would 
willingly consent to such a move. hat is one 
of the most powerful arguments being used 
against him; that he holds himself as above the 
party, and expects that he shall be served first, 
and the party afterward. 

To-day’s joint session was again a farce, owing 
to the usual Friday absenteeism, but one vote 
being cast to preserve the record. 





GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

‘ Toronto, April 20.—Mitchell, who killed 
McIntosh, his wife’s paramour, at St. Thomas 
on the 65th inst., was found guilty of man- 
slaughter to-day. In the course of the trial sev- 
eral facts were elicited which were not made 
public. Mitchell had for some time previous to 
the killing been suspicious of his wife, and on 
the day named he had reason for know- 
ing that Mcintosh would pay a visit 
to the house. He therefore went out and pro- 
cured a revolver. During his absence McIntosh 
arrived, and was proceeding upstairs, when Mrs, 
Mitchell senior, the prisoner’s mother, warned 
him that, ‘If Sam comes home and catches you 
upstairs with his wife, he’ll kill you.” MeclIn- 
tosh answered the woman with a jaunty 
laugb, and went his way to the chamber. 
A short time afterward the injured 
husband returned, found the door locked; torced 
it, and, firing three shots, killed McIntosh. The 
verdict considerably surprised the people in the 
court, as, notwithstanding the Judge’s strong 
charge against the prisoner, a verdict of justi- 
tiab!e homicide had been confidently expected. 
Mitchel! bad been previously acquitted by the 
Coroner’s jury. Sentence was deterred. 





A REVENUE OFFICER LOSES HIS LIFE. 

Wirtmineton, N. C., April 24.—On Mon- 
day last the revenue officers created a big ex- 
citement in Person County, near the line of Dur- 
ham and Granville Counties, in the neighbor- 
hood called ‘“‘Shake Rag,” by pouncing on 
seven illicit distilleries. John Walters, the chief 
offender, and four others were bound over to

A DOCTOR. ARRESTED AND ACCUSED OF 
CULPABLE NEGLECT. 

BaTAviA, N. Y., April 24.—Early on the 
morning of the 16th inst. James White, 11 years 
of age, who lived with his uncle, George Evre, 
in this village, died after having laid ina stupor 
over nine hours. He had been sick about a 
week suffering from what the attending physi- 
cian, Dr. Henry J. Patten, pronounced rheu- 
matic neuralgia. On the evening of the 4th the 
boy was suffering a good deal of pain, and to re- 
lieve him Dr. Patten administered a hypo- 
dermic injection of morphine. The boy 
rested quietly that night. The next evening 
the doctor repeated the injection, and the patient 
died without ever awakening from the effects of 
the drug. The boy's uncle reported the case to 
Coroner Parmele and a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body was made. The inquest was 
postponed until this week and was concluded 
yesterday. All the prominent doctors of Batavia 
participated in the autopsy, and their testimon 
as a whole tended to show that the patient’s 
death was not the result of any disease.. The 
Coroner's jury rendered a verdict that the boy 
died from an overdose of morphine. This morn- 
ing Dr. Patten was arrested on a warrant charg- 
ing him with mansiaughter in the second degree. 
The complaint was preferred by George Eyre, 
who alleged culpable negligence and misconduct 
on the doctor’s part, and that the morphine was 
administered to the boy with wicked, wanton, 
willful, and reckless disregard of the life of the 
patient. Dr. Patten gave bailto appear for ex- 
amination on Muy 19. 

The doctor came to Batavia in May, 1883. He 
registered at the County Clerk’s office, and swore 
that he had a license from the Eclectic College, 
of Cincinnati, Ohio. Subsequently he registered 
a diploma, bearing date June, 1883, from the 
same institution. He formerly lived in Syracuse, 
where, it is learned from trustworthy sources, 
he was an ordinary cooper, making salt barrels, 
not more than nine months before he made his 
appearance in Batavia as a physician. He is il- 
literate, heing remarkably deficient in orthog- 
raphy. Hisage is about 45 years. The result of 
the inquest and Dr. Patten’s arrest have created 
a lively interest bere. 





REPRIMANDING LEGISLATORS. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, April 24.—The General 
Assembly will adjourn sine die on May 4. This 
afternoon the House committee that has been 
investigating the Myers-Littler charges made its 
report, which is signed by every member. The 
committee report as follows in reference to 
Myers: ‘“*That the allegations, charges, and 
statements contained and set forth in said 


House resolution No. 105 touching the conduct 
of the member trom Franklin, Allen O. 
Myers, during a_ sittine of the Committee 
of the Whole on the 27th day of March, and also 
upon former occasions upon the floor of the 
House, are each and ail true in substance and in 
tact. The conclusion of the fact above stated, 
together with the testimony upon which it is 
based, aretrespectfully submitted to the consider- 
ation of the House of Representatives for such 
action as may vindicate the dignity of the House 
and may be right and proper.” 

Myers was charged with refusing to obey the 
Speaker and using vile and insulting language, 
unbecoming a representative and a gentieman. 
1n the case of Mr. Littier who left the Republic- 
an side and attempted to attack Myers because 
of the language addressed to him, the commit- 
tee’s report says: ** Thechar; against Mr. Lit- 
tler, the representative from Ciark, are true so far 
as they charge the member with leaving his seat 
to make a personal assault upon Allen O. Myers; 
in creating ascene of violence and confusion on 
the tloor of the House, and in using unparlia- 
mentary language. The committee deems it but 
just to say that at the time of leaving his seat, 
Judge Littler was acting under great excite- 
ment nattrally caused by the opprobious epi- 
thets applied to him by Myers, and up to the 
time of leaving his seat, the conduct of Judge 
Littler was in all respects proper and orderly.” 

The consideration of the report was postpgned 
until Wednesday next. 


TR POLITICAL OUTLOOK IN OHIO. 

CLEVELAND, April 24.—The Plain Dealer 
to-morrow will publish interviews with the 
leading members of the Republican Party all 
over the State in regard to their preferences for 
Governor this Fall. There seems to be a great 
unanimity in favor of the nomination of Judge 
J. B. Foraker, of Cincinnati, who was the nom- 
inee of the party two years ago, and was beaten 
by Gov. oadly on account of the liquor 
question coming so _ prominently the 
front. The party leaders feel confident 
of success this Fail and desire to give Foraker 
another chance, Next to Foraker comes Gen. 
neatty, of Columbus, and Gen. Kennedy, of 
Bellefontaine. Of the members of the Ohio 
Senate questioned all except two favor Foraker, 
and the House stands 25 for Foraker, five for 
Beatty, and three for Kennedy. It now seems 
probable that Foraker will be nominated, which 
indicates that ex-Gov. Charles Foster has not 
lost his grip on State politics, and that he will 
be quite likely to succeed Jobn Sherman as 
United States Senator in case the Republicans 
carry the State.

PROMPT ACTION BY UNITED STATES MARINES 
PREVENT THE ATTACK—GEN, AIZPURU 
A PRISONER. 

PanaMA, April 24, via Galveston.—Thi 
morning strong barricades were being erected 
inthe streets near the cable company’s office 
which would have cut off all communication 
had not the same been summarily removed, a8 
the cable office is located in that part of the town 
near the battery and two cuartels. 

Seven hundred troops left Buenaventura under 
command of Gen. Vila this morning at 1 o’clock, 
being towed in a hulk by the Colombian gune 
boat Boyaca and on a schooner towed by 
the canal company’s tugboat. An attack 
would have taken place immediately on the 
arrival of these troops Sunday night or 
Monday morning, but. at 2:30 this aiternoon the 
United States forces appeared on the scene as if 
by magic, three taps of the drum being 
the signal by which they started.

TRE MILLIONS HE STOLE AND 
HOW HE STOLE THEM. 

FULL DETAILS OF THE CELEBRATED RUS- 

SIAN CASE—AID AND PROTECTION HE 


RECEIVED FROM MEN IN OFFICE, 
From an Article by Stepniak in the London Times, 

The trial of Rykov, once manager of 
the defunct Bank of Skopine, who by the enor- 
mity of his depredations, unmatched even in 
Russia, obtained an almost European notoriety, 
took place some little time ago at the Moscow 
Assizes. For an entire fortnight the Russian 
press—albeit the Moscow papers had received 
more than one official caution—were simply full 
ofthe case. The malversations of the ex-man- 
aeer and his confederates were reckoned at 
12,000,000 rubles—probably the biggest robbery 
ever perpetrated, even in the empire of the 
Czar. Thisalone would have been enough to 
excite public attention. But when, after two 
years of waiting and suspense, the shameful se- 
crets of this band of brigands were revealed in 
open court the figures, portentous as they were, 
paled into insignificance when compared with 
the social and political questions raised by this 
extraordinary trial. 

The Bahk of Spokine was founded in 1863 ata 
time of considerable industrial activity, and 
was expected to prove eminently useful to the 
trade of the district, It was a communal, nota 
strictly Government, institution. On the other 
hand, the State had very much to do with the 
bank, for, like all other communal! banks, it was 
placed under the control of the Ministries of the 
Interior and Finance, and had to render to the 
latter department a periodical and detailed ac- 
count of its operations and its position. Rykov 
was appointed to the managersnip, although, 
as everybody knew, he had been guilty, while 
occupying a previous appointment, of ex- 
tensive malversation. But the offense was 
readily overlooked, perhaps for a reason 
suggested by the Russian proverb: “Only he 
who has not sinned against God has not robbed 


the Czar.” True,a few protests were made by 
the Skopine people. Yet Kykov was sustained 
by his superiors, and fora short time he seems 
to have justified their good opinion. But in 1868, 
as afterward appeared, there was a deficit of 
54,000 rubles. eing reluctant to publish this 
unpleasant fact to the world or impart it to the 
Minister of Finance, he did what, as his advo- 
cate ingenuously put it, anybody in his place 
would have done—drew up a false balance sheet, 
and of so satisfactory a character that it drew 
deposits from all parts of the country. From 
this date the affairs of the bank went 
from bad to worse; but the more des- 
perate became its condition the more brilliant 
grew its balance sheets. Though he was doing 
no legitimate banking business whatever, Ry- 
kov, by the offer of 7% per cent. interest on de- 
posits, (while other banks were paying 5,) pro- 
cured fuudsin abundance. To show how his 
exceptional profits were realized, Rykov entered 
in the bank’s books divers ingeniously contrived 
financial operations. There were fictitious dis- 
counts, fictitious loans, fictitious purchases, and 
fictitious sales. An oid man inthe pay ot the 
bank, so illiterate that he couid hardly write his 
own name, signed eyery December a contract 
for the ‘purchase of severai millions’ worth of 
imaginary securities,and this transaction and 
the resuiting imaginary protit thereon always 
figured on the bogus balance sheet presented to 
the Minister and published in the Gazette. 

Rykov not only paid his depositors a high rate 
of interest, he gave away large sums to charita- 
ple institutions, suprorted schools, and subsi- 
dized churches, thereby securing the good-will 
of the clergy and acqguiringa high reputation 
for piety and philanthropy, good works, and 
right views. All these gifts,as well as Rykov's 
own personal expenditure, which was on a lav- 
ish scale, were taken fpom the bank’s coffers 
and entered as payments to dummy 
customers. The remainder and greater 
part of the receipts and deposits were 
simply stolen, either for tbe manager's 
own purposes or to buy the silence of his con- 
federates. Paper was made on an extensive scale 
and with little attempt at disguise. Antieff.a 
man of straw, drew on Safonetf, equally a man 
of straw, for fifty ora hundred thousand rubles, 
discounted the bill, and got the money. Then 
the operation would be reversed and Safoneff 
get the money. Purely fictitious bills with im- 
aginary names were aiscounted, and the porters 
and messengers of the bank figured in the books 
as debtors for tens of thousands of rubies taken 
by their master. “ Everything was done en 
familie,” said one of the witnesses. 

But to profit by all this profusion it was 
necessary to belong to the clique, to be either a 
protector, a kinsman, on an accomplice. Lists 
of suppliants (sic) were laid regularly before 
Rykov, who, according to his caprice, wrote op- 

osite each name “granted”? or ‘“* refused.” 

hen a bill fell due the acceptor was courteous- 
ly requested to accept another, including the 
discount, which, it is hardly necessary to say, 
nobody ever thought of paying in coin, But 
after 2 while even these formalitics ceased to be 
observed. When the favored few wanted money 
they simply asked for it—sometimes took it 
without asking. ** They took money from the 
cash box without counting it,” said one witness. 
* They came with a pocket handkerchief, filled 
it dogg banknotes, and went home,” testified an- 
other. 

Such was the method of doing businessin the 
famous Bank of Skopine. And the swindle went 
on, not fora few weeks or months merely, but 
for something like 15 long years, an astounding 
fact even for Russia, and elsewhere unimagina- 
ble. Ina small provincial town, where every- 
body knows everybody else, Rykov’s doings and 
the bank’s position could not possibly be secret 
—were afact so widely known that when the 
crash came the entire Province (Krasar) pro- 
duced but 19 unfortunates who had intrusted 
their savings to M. Rykov and his feilow-rohbers, 
andamong the 6,000 customers of the bank not 
one dwelt in Skonine. How, then, was it possi- 
bie for irregularities which were knowr to a 
whole Province to escape tor 15 years the atten- 
tion of the authorities, local and generai? How, 
above all, did not escape the attention of the 
corporation, for the law places communal banks 
under the immediate supervision of Mayors and 
municipalities. Itistbeir duty each month to 
examine the books, count the cash,and overhaul 
the securities. How was it, then, that ali this 
time the municipality failed to remark the gross 
and paipable frauds perpetrated by their man- 
ager?’ ‘‘he answerissimple. They were privy 
tothe frauds and participators in the plunder, 
All robbed the bank. Muyor lkonnikov robbed, 
Mavor Ootschinnikov robbed, the Town Clerk 
robbed, every member of the municipality 
robbed. The monthly audit wasafarce. The 
books were never looked at, the cash was never 
counted, and the balance sheet was signed witk- 
out being examined. * * * 

Having bought theentire local administration, 
Rykov became as much the autocrat of Skopine 
as the Czar is of All the Russizs. He could do 
whatever he liked, and conducted himseif with 
all the insolence of an ignorant parvenu. There 
dwelt in the town a doctor of the name of Bitni, 
aman of goon repute and highly esteemed for 
his integrity, but being 60 unfortunate as to 
offend Kykov, be was one day ordered by the 
police to betake himself to the town of Kas- 
simvo and there abide. No reason for this arbi- 
trary proceeding was assigned, and it was only 
when the day of reckoning came that Dr. Bitni 
learned that his expulsion was due to Kykov, 
who had remarked to the ispravnik that the 
doctor was an “evil-intentioned man.” On

A young fellow named Sokoloff 

was so ill-advised as to whistle while 
passing the manager in the public garden of 
Skopine. Rykov chose to look on this as an in- 
suit, and, the ispravnik taking the same view of 
the matter, the youth was exiled by admiais- 
tive order. With M. Orloff, an engineer, it fared 
even worse. He wassent by a company to pur- 
chase some coal, the produce of a mine owned 
by the bank in the Province of Kiasan. Bnt 
finding the article of indifferent quality, he re- 
fused, on behalf of bis employers, to accept it, 
and, being presumably an honest man, he was 
not to be corrupted by the bribes which were no 
doubt offered him. that as it may, Rykov 
charged M. Orloff with incendiarism, bad him 
arrested, and sentenced him to a term of im- 
prisonment, which he was only saved by the in- 
tervention of the Imperial Procurator-General 
from undergoing. “The police of Skopine,”’ 
said the witness Lanskoi, whose evidence was 
quoted in the indictment, ‘was ready at any 
moment to execute Rykov’'s least desire.” * * * 

But, it may be asked, were there notamong 
this mass of cowardice, servility,and corrup- 
tion a few just men with sufficient public spirit 

bring the doings of the Nabob of Skopine to 
the notice of the higher authorities, who could 
not possibly have yielded to his influence or ac- 

* cepted his bribes? Yes, certainly, there were 
several, One of them was the ill-fated Diako- 
noy, and he had his reward. And then there was 
the ex-Mayor, Leonon, who gave evidence on 
the trial. While he was in office the affairs of 
the bank were in order, the books properly 
audited, the cash and _ securities regu- 
overhauled. But this did not suit 
Rykov's pu . He bribed the electors 
and municipality; Leonon was turned 
out of oftice and a more complaisant Mayor 
chosen in his piace. Yet, though no longer a 
magistrate, he did not cease his endeavors to 
protect the bank from the depredations of its 
pit as 1868 non and sev- 
l_other citizens addressed a petition to Gen. 
Boldireff, Governor of the Province, in which 
they set forth the condition of the bank and 
_ prayed him to order an inquiry. In 1874—six

If these men had not been ex-members 
ot the municipality and well-to-do, they would 
have learned to their cost what it was to de- 
nounce a Councilor of Commerce and chevalier 
of several orders. Utterly unable to make any 
impression on the local administration, or to 
obtain a hearing from the higher authorities, 
they did that which in Russia is looked upon as 
a doubtful and desperate expedient, but which 
inany other country would have been done 
at the outset—they appealed to the press. 
But even here the irrepressible manager barred 
the way. For two years the letters they dis- 
patched to various papers never reached their 
destination; they were stopped at the Post Of- 
fice. According to the evidence of tne witness 
Simonoff, evidence which was not gainsaid, 
Peroff, the Postmaster, received from Rykov 50 
rubles per mensem, in consideration of which 
he intercepted and handed to his employer every 
letter addressed to a newspaper which came into 
the office and any others that the manager 
wanted. Atlaroff, the telegraphist, rendered 
in his department analogous services on sim- 
ilar terms. It was only in 1882 that the gentie- 
men in question succeeded in getting printed 
in the Russian Courier several letters on the 
affairs of the bank of Skypine. Tho journal that 
did thia good service for the community is one 
of the few liberal organs left, and it has been 
barried and persecuted by the Government to 
the verge of extinction, Other papers, either 
because they were paid to keep silence or re- 
luctant to attack an institution so closely con- 
nected with the State, and enjoying the confi- 
dence of so many “supporters of order,” re- 
fused to publish any letters whatever on the 
subject. M. Katkoff, the ceiebrated editor of 
the Moscow Gazette, had the questionahio honor 
of being publicly praised by Rykov as one of his 
greatest and most esteemed benefactors ! 

The letters in the Courier were the death sen- 
tence of the Skopine bank. Creditors rushed 
from all parts or the country to withdraw their 
deposits, but the run ceased almost as soon as it 
began, for the strong room, instead of contain- 
ing the 12,000,000 rubles, as shown on the bal- 
ance sheet, was empty, and the bill cases were 
filled with bogus paper. The bank fell, and great 
was the fall thereof. The scandal and the panic 
it caused spread far ana wide, confidence was at 
an end, and there wag a run on ‘hearly every com- 
munal bank in Russia. A few stood the test, but 
a fall dozen came to the ground, and when their 
affairs were looked into they were found to be 
pretty muchin the same condition as those of 
the bank of Skopine. 

Among others the Bank of Kanychin (Province 
of Saratoff) had to close its dcors, and when in- 
quisition was made serious irregularities were 

iscovered; the Mayor of the town and several 
of its richest merchants were arrested and put 
ou their trial. They had depleted the bank of 
the whole of its paid-up capital and its reserve, 
for which there was nothing to show but worth- 
less paper. It was the bank of Skopine over 
again, but onasmalier scale. At Krolevez (Proy- 
ince of Tchernigoff) the entire personnel of the 
communal bank were placed under arrest, the 
charge against them being that, in collusion 
with several tradesmen of the place, they had 
committed extensive malversations. The man- 
ager and assistant manager of the bank of 
Roslavl, (Province of Smolensk,) which also 
broke, were convicted of having embezzied 
28,000 rubles of the bank’s money. The ac- 
counts of this establishment had not been 
audited for 11 years. At Tamboff, where the 
inquisition brought to light quite a multitude of 
malversations, a system of bill discounting had 
been practiced probably unique in the annals 
of banking. When the manager wanted to 
oblige a friend and still keep up a show 
of regularity ne would discount his draft on 
his wife and provide for the bill at maturity by 
reversing the operation. Similar discoveries 
have been made and prosecutions instituted at 
Voronez, Kotelnich, Kozloff, and other places, 
and the papers announce that in the month of 
February next will take place the trial of Air- 
loff, ex-manager of the bank of Orel, and all his 
colleagues in the direction; who are charged 
with having misappropriated 12,000,000 rubles 
of the bank’smoney. As their defalcations were 
spread over 12 years, the case is not unlike that 
of Skopine. * * * 

During Rykov’s trial he protested warmly and 
often against what he cailed the injustice of the 
public and the press. ‘“*They say that I am a 
monster; that I have stoien six millions. Itisa 
zross a: Iswear before you, gentlemen 
of the jury, thatI stole but one million; one 
million only,” he protested with indignant gest- 
ure and unconscious humor. This was quite 
true, as his young aavocate triumphantiy 
proved. For his personal use Rykov had 
taken only a million, But he bad been 
enabled to take that million only 
by spending four millions more as hush- 
money. The Government by which Russia has 
the misfortune to be ruledis for the country 
pretty much what Rykov wasforthe bank. In 
order to obtain money for its own use it must 
connive at the depredations of its agents. To 
maintain its prerogatives the central despotism 
must tolerate the despotism of thousands of 
local autocrats, Governors, policemen, and 
ispravniks. To shield itself from criticism the 
State must suppress freedom of speech, muzzie 
the press, and, for fear lest the latter should ex- 
pose the abuses of the system, forbid it to ex- 
pose the malpractices of individuals,

SUING TO RECOVERILLEGALINTERDEST. 

As Receiver of the affairs of Grant & 
Ward Julien T. Davies has begun in the Su- 
preme Court a suit to recover from thé Marine 
National Bank asum of money equal to double 
the amount of interest paid by Grant & Ward to 
the bank on Joans and for discounts. The claim 
of Receiver Davies is that the rates of interest 
exacted by the bank were in exvess of the legal 
rate, and that, therefore, under the provis- 
ions of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States he is entitled to the damages men- 
tioned. The fact of the exaction of illegal 
interest, he says, he has discovered from the 
** contract book” of James D. Fish and from the 
testimony of Fish in the course of his recent 
trial. On the ground that John D. Fish, the 
Cashier, and Natban D. Daboll, Assistant Cashier 
of the bank, know the facts respecting the loans 
and discounts, Receiver Davies’s counsel, Will- 
jam B. Hornblower, bas procured from Judge 
Barrett an order to them to appear in chambers 
next Thursday for examination, and to produce 
the ledgers and discount books used by the bank 
in 1882, 1883, and 1884, to the end that the Receiver 
may learn facts on which to frame his complaint. 





ACCUSED OF KILLING A DOCTOR. 

In order to have a prescription for a 
patient made up, Dr. Robert Cowie, of No. 740 
Park-avenue, Brooklyn, went into Charles 
Miner’s drug store, at No. 263 Flushing-avenue, 
on Monday, and wrote the prescription in the 


store. Minerand his son were in the place at 
the time. After having written his directions 
Dr. Cowie turned to Miner and asked if he was 
a physician, Miner said he was. Dr. Cowie told 
him he was a quack and had no right to call 
himself a doctor.

THE ATHLETICS HAVE NO TROUBLE IN

CASPER WENGER AND MRS, EVANS SHOT 
WITH THE SAME PISTOL 
NeEw-ORLEANS, April 24.—A double mur- 
der occurred this afternoon which has startled 
the town with its dramatic features. About 11 
o'clock Judge George H. Braughn, a leading 
criminal lawyer,and another gentleman called 
at the office of the Chief of Police and remarked 
that something had occurred at No. 146 Orange- 
street, and that some one had better be sent up to 
investigate it, and it would be well, they said, to 
take the Coroner along. Itwas the domicile of 
Nathani_, G. Evans, a night policeman of the 
Farrell force, and his handsome wife. When the 
police and party reached the spot the front door 
of the house was found locked and the servant 
seated on the steps with Evans's 9-month-old 
infantin herarms. The servant giri obtained a 
key and the door was opened. Lying in the bed 
was found the corpse of Mrs. Evans, 
and that of a young man named Cas- 
per Wenger, a grocery clerk, 10 years her 
unior, each having been shot through the head. 
While the police were investigating the affair 
Eyans came in and coolly acknowledged that the 
dead woman was his wife. He said he came 
home at his usual hour in the morning from 
work watching ali night, and went to his wife’s 
bedroom. He saw her and a man lying on the 
bed dead, just as they were found, He picked 
his child up from the bed and walkeg out, lock- 
ing the door, leaving the key inthelock. He 
called the servant, Mamie MiiJer,-and gave the 
child to her, drank a cup of coffee, and went out, 
The police found the weapon from which the 
shots were fired under the servant girl's pillow. 
Evans was arrested, charged with the murder, 
and the servant girl was arrested as an accessory. 
It was learned that the dead young man, Wen- 
ger, had been an accepted lover of Mamie Miller. 
The theory, not yet crystallized into proof, is 
that the girl confided her discovery to Evans, 
who returned during the early morning at an 
unexpected hour. e is presumed to have shot 
them, one after the other, and returned to his 
beat. He answered roll call later and got ex- 
cused, — sickness. He then visited the 
lawyer, a: d not until the latter informed the 
police of the crime was its commission known 
to even the nearest neighbors. The servant girl 
pleads ignorance of the killing. 


CHINESE OATHS, 





A NEW FORM FROM AUSTRALIA THAT IS 
DEEMED EFFECTIVE, 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, April 15. 

The subject of Chinese oaths was in- 
quired into yesterday in Department I. of the 
Superior Court, tne case on trial being that 
of Wong Ah Foo, indicted for the murder of 
Loi Ah Gow. The prosecution called as a 
preliminary witness Louis Fong Sing, who 
for many years wasacourtinterpreter ih Aus- 
tralia. He was sworn as an expert as 


to the oaths held most sacred b the 
Chinese, and he explained at some length. 
He first mentioned the decapitation of a 
chicken by the witness, the beheading being ac- 
companied by the remark, “If I do not tell the 
truth may my head fall as this fowl's,” and added 
that an effective form had been found in Aus- 
tralis. He then came to the Australian form of 
oath for Chinamen, and, by order of the court, 
this form and the customary American form were 
used, in the hope of getting witnesses to tell the 
truth. Yellow squares of paper, about nine 
inches equate, were produced by Louis Fong 
Sing, which bore Chinese characters, of which 
the rollowing is a free translation: 


PETITION TO IMPERIAL HEAVEN. 


This is to call the spirits, both good and evil, to de- 
scend and watch over the trialof Wong Ab Foo, who Is 
charged with murdering Loi Ah Gow. IfI swear falsely 
and tell one untruth, or do not makea statement ac- 
cording to the facts of the case, [humbly beg the celes- 
tial and terrestrial spirits to redress the wrong done to 
Lei Ah Gow, and to punish me immediately for 
having been « false witness, to arrest my soul in ita 
flight, to make me perish by the sword, or cause 
me to die while on the sea and before J reach one-half 
the distance to China. This is the true and solemn 
oath, uttered by my own lips, ana signed by me this 

day of the second month inthe eleventh year of 

Quong Sui, and in proof of the earnest of my assertion, 

— my soul be destroyed as I destroy this puper by 
re. 


The witness read this through, and then with 
a match burned the paper. When the last shred 
was destroyed he salaamed three times, and was 
then considered fit to testify to anythinu. 





WELLINGTON AND HYDE PARK CORNER. 
Froma London Letter to the Manchester Guar- 
dian. 

Mr. Boehm’s model for the new statue of 
the Duke of Wellington at Hyde Park Corner is 
very spirited and will be likely, itis thought, to 
raise the sculptor’s high reputation. The rest of 
the work to be {done there is ina very much 


more uncertain condition. The Prince of Wales 
formed a large influential committee and col- 
lected promises of subscriptions to about £14,000, 
The total estimate for the further embellish- 
» ments was about £40,000, and included fountains 
* for the triangular plots, a “ quadriga,” or four- 
horsed chariot for the top of the arch, similar 
to that upon the Arc de Triomphe at Paris 
and that on the Brandenburg’Gate at Berlin, 
and also for bronze reliefs in the panels of the 
arch representing great scenes in British mili- 
tary history. The subscription has been to a 
certain extent a failure. Many great London 
landiords,-such as the Duke of Northumberland 
and others, have not responded as was expected 
to the call of the Prince of Wales, Of the sum 
promised a considerable part has been expended 
or is to be paid for the pedestal of the colossal 
statue of the Duke of Wellington at Aldershot, 
and the result is that the invitation must be re- 
newed and more largely accepted or the failure 
admitted. In that case the completion of the 
adornment of Hyde Park Corner will have to be 
abandoned, or there must be a further appeal to 
Parliament.

GEN. GRANT'S PENSION LETTER.

ension, even if the bill should pass both 

ouses and receive the approval of the President. 
If a general law should pass Congress making provision 
for ex-Presidents of the United States, | should have 
no hesitation in accepting the benefit of such a law; if 
my services in the army should seem to Congress and 
the Nation to entitle me to be placed on the retired list, 
with the rank I held on quitting it, 1 would esteem it a 
great honor. But Il make no request further than for 
the withdrawa! of the pension bill referred to.

TO CUT THE LARGEST DIAMOND IN THE 
WORLD. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The Amsterdam firm of J. Metz is busy 
with the erection of a special workshop, in 
which the cutting of the largest diamond of the 
world is shortly to be commenced, This dia- 
mond, which has recently been found in South 
Africa, weirhs 475 carats, and is said to be 
greatiy superior in color and brilliancy to all the 
other famous diamonds of the world, the largest 
of which, the ** Grand Mogul,” is in the posses- 
sion of the Shab of Persia, weighing, after being 
cut, 280 carats; next in size follows the * Or- 
joff,” of 195 carats, which adorns the point of the 
Emperor of Russia's sceptre; the English *Koh- 
i-noor,” originally weigning 116 carats, but in its 
present form reduced to 10234 carats. The 
2 Regent, one of the French crown jewels, 
weighs 136% carats. The time spent in cutting 
this last Jewel was two years, during which time 
diamond powder to the value of £850 was used. 
The “ Star of the South,” which has been cut at 
Amsterdam, weighs 125 4-16 carats,

SPOKEN. 
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OUR FAST TRAINS AND BRITISH, 
—_o——— 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A well-informed correspondent sends us 
the following to correct what he calls the misiead- 
ing statements of Mr. Bigelow on the speed of 
English and American railways published in the 
Pall Mall Gazette a short time ago: 

“Your correspondent says ‘the run from 
New-York to Albany ig 149 miles in 3}4 hours.’ 
Remarking that the distance is only 142 miles, 
we find that only one train daily performs the 
journey in 3% hours, and this is the Chicago 
special, of which more anon. From New-York 
to Albany there are 10 trains daily—I only give: 
them one way in each case—all called express, 
with an average time of 4 hours 4734 min- 
utes, and a journey speed of 29%4 miles per 
hour. The track follows the course of 
the Hudson nearly the whole way. and 


is almost a dead level. Compare this 
with the ‘Great Northern,’ London to Sheffield, 
an infinitely harder course: 9 trains in 3 hours 
8914 minutes—162 miles and an average journey 
spose of 444% miles per hour—the fastest does 
the journey in 8 hours 23 minutes, and last Sum- 
mer did it in 3 hours 12 minutes, a uray ag 
of over 50 miles an hour. Next, New-York to 
Boston may fairly be compared with the ac- 
commodation between London and Manchester. 
Mr. Foxwell gives 20 expresses from London to 
Manchester, all trains with third class car- 
riages, with an average journey speed of 
nearly 4) miles, The fastest last year, the 
Great Northern expresses, 203 miles 1n 4 hours 18 
minutes, or a journey speed of 473% miles. The 
two lines running directly between New-York 
and Boston give only 8 trains daily, marked 
express, distance 233 miles, and a very much 
easier course than the Great Northern, average 
time 7 hours 16 minutes, giving a journey speed 
of only 323% miles. The tastest, a train limited 
to Pullman cars, would not be called an express 
tall in England, its speed being 3834 miles. New- 
York to Pittsburg may be compared with Lon- 
don to Glasgow. The former route has 5 trains 
daily, marked express, (one of them the Chicago 
limited,) distance 444 miles, average time, 14 hours 
49 minutes, speed just tinder 30 miles an hour. 
Fastest 12 hours, journey speed 87 miles. Lon- 
don to Glasgow 13 expresses—distance 401 to 440 
miles, average speed of all 3834 miles, and all but 
one have third-class carriages. Fastest, which 
may be called a limited train, east coast expre’ 
440 miles in 10 hours 20 minutes, a:journey spe 
of 42.5 miles. A word as to thetwo Chicago spe 
cials run as limited trains, and by which 
a large extra fare is charged, asked 
a ‘railroad’ agent in the States what their 
speed was, and he replied, ‘50 miles an hour 
right through.’ Mr. Bigelow says they run 
from New-York to Chicago in 2 hours, both of 
them really taking 26% bours. Oneis run by 
the Pennsylvania Company, and has a distance 
of 912 miles to travel; the other by the New- 
York Central, and about 977 miles, giving speeds 
of 34,4 and 36.8 miles per hour. These trains are 
ony for those who can afford to pay a high fare, 
and for accommodation to the genera _ 
compare badly with the third-class trains to 
Glasgow; the American, with a daily dis- 
tance of nearly 1,900 miles at a speed of 
35.5 miles; the English trains running upward 
of 5,009 miles, at an average speed of nearly 39 
miles. As might be expected, the fastest travel- 
ing in America is between the two largest towns, 
New-York and Philadelphia; taking ail traing 
both ways that make the journey at over 
miies an hour, I find there are 14 by the Penn- 
Sylvania, with an arn speed of 42.9 miles, 
and 6 by the Bound Brook route, with an 
average of 4244 miles. Between Liverpool! and 
Manchester, much smaller towns, there are 52 
trains daily at a greater speed, 32 by the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincoln Company, 
4 averaging 5144 miles, and 28 4524 miles, 
and 20 by the London and Northwestern _ 
at a speed of 45 miles. For the above compar- 
isons every train in America that has a speed of 
over 40 miles an hour for any part of its course 
has been used; but although the result is sa 
very much in favor of the speed of English 
trains, not one-half of the latter have been 
brought into requisition. The fact is, the Amer. 
icans do not know how slow their trains are, 
and itis quite time the idea that their ‘ lignt- 
ning expresses’ and ‘thunderbolt trains’ eclipse 
everything else in the world was exploded. Com- 
posed with the best trains in America ,the Eng- 
ish ones exceed them in speed quite 25 per cent., 
and if one goes for instances to anywhere more 
than 500 miles from New-York the comparison 
becomes absurd.”’

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LEGISLATION AT ALBANY 


YVESTERDAY’S WORK BY THE LAV- 
MAKERS. 

IMPORTANT MEASURES AGREED UPON FOR 
EARLY ACTION—A NEW SCHEME FOR 
REPUBLICAN PATRONAGE, 

Axpany, April 24.—The Assembly Cities 
Committee through its Chairman formally re- 
ported the Gas bill to-day for the consideration 
of the House. Upon the motion of Walter 
Howe it was made a speciai order for Tuesday 
next. John H. Sherwood, ina telegram to Gen, 
Barnum, dated Long Branch, authorizes an em- 
phatic denial of any statement that he desires to 
be appointed to one of the offices created 
by the bill. He is too 11, he says, to come to 
Albany, otherwise he should have appeared and 
urged the passace of the bill. He urges that the 
protection embodied in the bill be granted gas 
consumers against “an annual extortion of three 
rnillions of dollars. No other burden,” he says, 
*bears so heavily on the industrial classes of 
New-York as the present infamous gas monop- 
oly.” 

The Freedom of Worship bill will be discussed 
next Wednesday by the Assembly, a motion to 
that effect made by Mr. McCann, of Brooklyn, 
having been carried when the Cities Committee 
to-day reported the bill for the consideration of 
the House. 

The Storm King Bridge bill, so often vetoed 
and so often lost in its passage through the Legis- 
lature, bas been in Mr. Hasbrouck’s Committee 
on Commerce and Navigation fora month. Mr. 
Carlisle, of Orange, sought to have the commit- 
tee discharged to-day, but was defeated by a 
vote of 34 to 46. Mr. Hasbrouck, Walter Howe, 
and Gen. Johnson all criticised the bill as being 


opposed to the interests of New-York and of 
navigation on the Hudson River. 

When Mr. Taylor presented the usual _resolu- 
tion of adjournment till Monday night Mr. Mc- 
Cann, of Brooklyn, urged the House to hold a 
session to-morrow. There were, hesaid, the Gas 
bill, the Freedom of Woesttp bill, the Excise 
bill, the Brooklyn bills, the bill for improving 
the breed of horses, the Adirondack bill, and the 
State Printing bill yet to be considered and dis- 
posed of. Besides these there were at least 100 
other bilis worthy of attention. He desired an 
early adjournment of the Legislature. and he 
thought it wou!d be wise to utilize all the time 
between now and the 8th of May. Mr. Mc- 
Cann’‘s speech was well received by the House, 
but the home tever was too great to be cured, 
and he was voted down by 41 to 61. Walter 
Howe wanted a session this afternoon, but he, 
too, was bowled out by a vote of 44 to 55. The 
Senate to-day appointed a conference commit- 
tee to act upon the Assembly proposition for an 
adjournment on May 8. By a vote of 24 to4 the 
Senate declined to Ax on that day. 

Gen. Husted’s bill to abolish imprisonment for 
debt was made a special order for next Thurs- 


ay. 

These bills were ordered to a third reading: 
The Otis Banking bill, the Raines bill protecting 
beneficiaries of life or accident insurance poli- 
cies, and the Kunzenman bill giving the ap- 

ointment of two inspectors of Weights and 
Measures to the Mayor, they to receive a salary 
of $4,000 each, to serve three years, and to pay 
the expenses of any assistants they may employ. 

The Democrats were dozing this morning when 
the Census bill which passed the Senate last 
night was announced. Gen. Husted quietly 
asked that it be ordered to a third reading. No 
objection was raised and the bill was so disposed. 
Then the Democrats suddenly woke up and the 
leaders began to belabor one another for their 
inattention. It wasthe desire of Gov. Hill that 
they make the same fight against it that has 
been made by Senator Thacher in the Senate, 
That opportunity is now lost, for the bill is now 
in a position where it can be bandled and passed 
with but comparatively little trouble.

Senator Gibbs raised a breeze when the Mur- 
phy bill to add a numberof men to Inspector 
Byrnes’s force came up in the Senate. As Sen- 
ator Murphy explained it, {ts only purpose is to 
overcome two pointsin the presentlaw which 
prohibit men being appointed tothe detective 
force who are above 30 years of age or who live 
outside the State. The bill, he said, would en- 
abie the appointment of five skillful men to the 
department, two of whom areold railway detect- 
ives, two are secret service agents, while the fifth 
is an ex-convict whose Knowledge of prison 
birds can be made very valuable. e said that 
he had introduced it at the ee tome of Inspector 
Byrnes. Senator Gibbs replied that the Inspector 
lived in his district, and be could not see why he 
should have gone to a Senator outside to help 
him. He had telegraphed to Police Commis- 
sioner Porter about the bill, and in reply had re- 
ceived a request to have action deferred until it 
could be ascertained what it was all about. e 
urged the Republicans to take this course, tell- 
ing them they could not afford to act so hastily. 
The bill was, however, passed. 

Tne bill of Gen. Curtis prohibiting the hunt- 
ing of deer with hounds was passed by 19 to 2, 
It was amended by Senator Otis, who complained 
that the deer in Suffolk County had grown so 
tame that the sportsmen no longer could have 
any sportin hunting them. * Why,” exclaimed 
he, “one of them came up to one of our farmers 
and smelled of him,and he was killed by the 
farmer with an axe."

That cunous bill to permit the building ofa 
working model of an elevated railroad in New- 
York by Charles T. Harvey came very near 
passing the Senate. Mr. Harvey claims to have 
originated the elevated railroad system of New- 
York, and in Senatorial parlance, “ to have been 
chiseled out of bis rights.” This bill enabled 
him to draw upon the elevated railroad tax fund 
for the money to build and put his model into 
operation. The Senators were first prevailed 
upon to consider this measure out of sympathy 
for Mr. Harvey. They still cling sympatheticaily 
to it, even though it is pronounced ndiculous, 
Senators Low and Campbell have taken charge 
of it, and will make one more attempt to pass it. 
There is an atmosphere of mystery about it 
which nobody outside the Senatorial group is 
abie to penetrate. 

CommissionerPerry has notified theLegislature 
that he has followed fortwo weeks its joint reso- 
lution directing him to keep the Capito! work- 
ingmen employed until the annual appropriation 
ismade. Hesayshe findsno authority to war- 
rant his Ss course any longer, and as 
the Legislature has taken no steps toward re- 
lieving them he shall be compelled to discharge 
the men.

MAYOR LOW ON PROPOSED LEGISLATION 
' AS TO THE BRIDGE. 


Mayor Low yesterday issued an address 
to the people of Brooklyn in regard to the pro- 
posed legislation for the bridge. He is in favor 
of extending the bridge to the neighborhood of 
the City Hall, and believes that the method of 
accomplishing that result, indicated in Mr. Dag- 
gett’s amendments to the pending bill, is one 
that provides a way whith is both practical and 
substantially free from serious objection. 
Wherever the bridge ended in Brooklyn, Mayor 


Low contends, for many years to come must be 
the distributing point for great multitudes of 
people wishing to reach their homes from the 
various and widely scattered sections of the city. 
What the Fulfon Ferry nad been in this connec- 
tion in the past the bridge would be for all time 
on a& very much larger scale. f 

It was contended that a trunk line, under pri- 
vate control, would accomplish the same end as 
the extension of the bridge railroad to the City 
Hall itself. Therefore, it was argued that no 

uestion of moment to the city was involved in 
the extension of the bridge which would not be 
met by private corporations in case the bridge 
was not extended to the City Hall <A trunk 
line under private control, the Mayor thinks, 
would create the same condition of things on 
the elevated structures which exist upon the 
surface. As to the horse car lines, such a trunk 
line, whether it went down Washington or 
Adams street, would be a laneas completely in- 
adequate to the demands upon it as Fulton- 
street to the duty required of it for horse car pur- 
poses. With all thesubsidiary lines of access the 
problem of distribution between the natural 
distributing centre at City Hall and the ferry 
was ‘one that grew snerenstngsy dilticult every 
day. The expensiveness of elevated structures 
in connection with the large payment of dam- 
ages ae a eh of the city where they do 
no benefit and much harm would always make 
it difficult to multiply elevated roads to the 
bridge terminus at Sands-street. Mayor Low 
therefore believes that the bridge itself must 
cometothe point where distribution naturally 
takes place or else there must be endured in an 
aggravated form on the elevated structures the 
inconveniences and disadvantages which are 
feit upon the surface between the City Hall ard 
the river. 

Mayor Low also urges that it is of the utmost 
consequence to Brooklyn, if she desires to at- 
tract population, that the effect made by the 
city upon} newcomers when they first enter its 
borders over the bridge should be an attractive 
one. At the present time no one would contend 
that such was the case. Mayor Low has telt so 
strongly the necessity to Brooklyn of this ex- 
tension that he was content to assent to the re- 
port of the Bridge Trustees which looked to the 
accomplisnment of the result by the issue 
of income bonds. Mayor Low believes the 
bonds would sell, and that the security 
was good and sufficient. The increase of 
travel over the bridge structure by reason of the 
extension would almost certainly increase the 
revenues of the bridge itse!f more than enough 
to pay for the added expense thrown upon the 
bridge for operating expenses. Mayor Low urges 
those who believe with him to do all intheir 
power by public meetings, petitions, and letters 
to representatives to secure the pasaage of the 
Bridge billas amended by Mr. Daggett. No 

uestion in his juagment more important to the 

rooklyn of the future had been submitted to 
the judgment and the conscience of the city in 
recent years. 


ATTACKED BY HIGHWAYMEN. 





BURR EDWARDS STONED AND BEATEN ON 
LONG ISLAND. 

An assault and attempted robbery that 
may terminate in murder occurred late last 
evening on the Black Stump road between Ja- 
maica and Flushing. Burr Edwards, who is 18 
years old and was driving a baker’s wagon for 
his father in Jamaica, had been serving his 
route near Bay Side. When returning through 
a piece of heavy woods several stones were 
thrown at him. One of them struck his 
wagon, smashing in one of the side panels. 
Edwards sprang out, and as he did so 
he was struck with a stone and knocked 
down. Ashe fell,two men jumped upon him 
and beat him about the head and body with 
stones and clubs. A woman who happened to 
be passing through the woods came suddenly 
upon the men and recognized the assailants as 
two brothers, Rudolph and John Strempler, 
When they saw her they took to their heels, she 
telling them they would pay dearly for their 
job. Just as Edwards was placed in his wagon to 

e@ taken home his horse ran away, with the 
young man lying unconsciousin the bottom of 
the wagon. 

When opposite the residence of Stephen Hicks 
the horse ran into a fence and Edwards was 
thrown headlong to the ground. He was picked 
up and carried into the house to all appearances 
dead. Later on he was taken home and bas since 
been unconscious and vomiting blood. The doc- 
tors in attendance entertain little hope of his re- 
covery. Young Edwards’s father is one of the 
wealthiest and most respected residents of 
Queens County.

BOARDERS DRIVEN OUT BY FIRE. 

A fire which had evidently been smol- 
dering a long time in a bathroom on the first 
floor of No. 238 West Fourteenth-street, a five- 
story brownstone building, which is the centre 
one of three houses comprising the Madison 
House, of which William T. Kitsell is the pro- 
prietor, began to travel up a dumb waiter about 
6 o’clock yesterday morning. At that time 27 
persons were asleep in this portion of the hotel, 
and all were in more or less peril. The flames 
had reached the second floor, when two 
belated guests saw smoke coming out 
of the windows of the house. They 
aroused the people in the house, and huntedupa 
policeman, who turned in an alarm, Some of 
the boarders had to leave the building in their 
night clothes, but all escaped without injury, 
The fire went up to the head ot the dumb- 
waiter shaft on the roof, where it spread later- 
ally. Itdid not reach the adjoining buildings. 
To seek for lurking fire the firemen had to use 
their axes and crowbars freely, and nearly all 
the rear apartments will not be habitable for 
several weeks. The damage to the building, 
which is owned by Vincent C. King, is about 
$2,000, and the loss on furniture and carpets 
8.000. Of the boarders hirs. A. P. Nowell loses 
500, Mrs. W. L. Ormsby $300, Mrs. J. G. Valen- 
tine $400, and the other guests from $500 to $600 
in the aggregate. 








DYING BY HIS OWN ACI. 

A man having the appearance of a well- 
to-do mechanic came tothe Putnam House, at 
Fourth-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, on 
Thursday night, and registered as William 
Ahearn, of Woodbridge, N. J. He said he wasa 


horseshoer and had come to this city looking for 
work. He had no baggage and was given a room 
on an upper floor, to which he immediately re- 
tired. About midnight the night watchman 
noticed a strong smell of ‘gas and traced 
it to the room ovcupied by Ahearn. The 
door was bolted and the fanlight was 
fastened on the inside. The door was burst open 
and Ahearn was found lying unconscious on the 
bed. The gas was turned fuli on, but was not 
lighted. A phgsician was summoned und the 
man wastaken to Bellevue Hospital. He died 
there yesterday without having regained con- 
sciousness. On the fire escape outside the win- 
dow of Ahearn’s room was found a vial which 
had contained laudanum. The label was par- 
tially destroyed, the only legible word being 
“Rahway.” It is believed that Ahearn took 
laudanum and then turned on thegas. There 
was nothing on his person to give any clue to 
his identity. 





SUING THE EXECUTORS. 

Papers were filed in the Westchester 
County Clerk's office yesterday, in an action be- 
gunin the Kings County Supreme Court against 
the Executors and Trustees of the willof Henry 
B.Worthington. Mr. Worthington died at Irving- 


ton, Westchester County, Dec. 17, 1880, leaving an 
estate worth $1,000,000, which he bequeathed 
principally to his two children, Amelia Stuart Roe 
and Harry F. Worthington. Ashort time ago 
suits were brought against the heirs, and judg- 
ments aggregating about $1,100 were recovered 
and returped unsatisfied. Mr. A. A. Levey was 
then appointed Receiver in supplementary pro- 
ceedings, and he has just commenced the suit, 
the veress of which have just been filed. It is 
alleged in the complaint that the Trustees and 
Executors have been ruilty of negligence in their 
management of the estate. The incomes of the 
children were about $12,000 a year, and not more 
than haif that sum was received by the judgment 
debtors. The viaintiff alleges that moneys have 
been retained for alleged expenses, and that de- 
=e have been made from the respective 
shares.

THE ALLEGED BRIBERY IN 
STAR ROUTE CASES. 
JUDGE MACARTHUR OBJECTS TO ATTACKS 
ON MR. BREWSTER-—JUDGE WYLIE AND 
MR. KER TESTIFY. 

WASHINGTON, April 24,—In the Dickson 
trial before the Criminal Court to-day ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney Corkhill was cross-examined at 
great length, but without eliciting anything of 
special importance. Oharles S. Moore, who was 
an Assistant District Attorney under Mr. Cork- 
hill, testified to the examination which he was 
directed to make into the reports of misconduct 
by the star route jurors. One evening he met 
Dickson on the street. Dickson was with Mr, 
Kennedy, whom the witness understood to be in 
the employ of the Department of Justice. Dick- 
son lodged with him a sworn statement. He 
furnished also a list of witnesses, and the wit- 
ness continued the investigation by finding 
and examining these witnesses. When he 
had taken a mass of testimony a letter 
came tothe District Attorney, and the witness, 
by direction, sent all the papers to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. These papers were sent to the 
Department of Justice long before the arrest of 
Dickson. Dickson then protested against these 
papers being sent to the Department of Justice 
to be inspected by the persons whom he charged 
with crime. Mr. Moore before leaving the stand 
made a remark to the effect that he had labored 
earnestly in these prosecutions without a fee of 
$5,000. The District Attorney said that he was 
now ina position where he could get fees, re- 
marking that Mr. Moore was one of the counsel 
of Mr. Dickson. To this Mr. Moore retorted that 
it was sufficient compensation to him to be able 
to expose in this way the conduet of certain 
people. The witness also declared emphatically 
his belief in Dickson as an honest and bonorable 
man, and said it was his duty to investigate 
charges made by such a citizen. 

C. M. Smith, counsel for Dickson, testified to 
having advised Dickson to get a warrant for 


Bowen, and to the warrant being refused by the 
clerk of the Police Court. He said also that 
Dickson having learned of the whereabouts of 
Bowen after the bench warrant for Bowen had 
been issued, the witness informed Mr. Fassett, 
the Deputy Marshal, but he never heard of any 
action being taken. When he applied to the 
clerk of the Police Court for the warrant the 
clerk was very reluctant and hesitated. The wit- 
ness said he knew that the clerk was under 
pressure from the Department of J ustice. 

Percival A. Kennedy, who testified yesterday 
to having received instructions from Brewster 
Cameron to question koreman Dickson and as- 
certain his views, was recalled and cross-exam- 
ined by Mr. Worthington. He said he was a bar- 
ber and had worked politically for Mr. Brewster; 
had held, through Mr. Brewster’s influence, a 
sinecure in the Pennsylvania State Senate; was 
appointed in this city in the Interior De- 
partment at a salary of $720 a year 
through Mr. Brewster’s influence, and 
was subsequently appointed as an employe 
under the Marshal at the City Hall at a salary 
of $1,000 a year. The witness said that he found 
it a very expensive thing to go about with Dick- 
son, and applied to Brewster Cameron to have 
his expenses paid, but Mr. Cameron refused. In 
the early part of the trial he overheard Dickson 
say that he would not be surprised if some day 
Judge Wylie **chucked” the whole case out of 
court, and reported that to Cameron. He said 
he had not reported what he had said in testi- 
mony here to counsel forthe Government be- 
cause he was afraid of losing his position. He 
had told the Attorney-General about it. 

During the afternoon session Judge Wylie, 
who presided throughout the star route trials, 
was called to the witness stand. In reply to ques- 
tions by counsel for the defense Judge Wylie 
said that about Aug. 23 Dickson came to him be- 
fore the assembling of the court and showed him 
acard penned by a man named Bowen, upon 
which was written some words which Dickson 
interpreted as an invitation to meet Bowen at 
Driver’s. Dickson asked witness’s advice. Wit- 
ness told him, in substance, that it would be un- 
worthy of Dickson's position as a juryman to 
have anything to do with any such transaction, 
Dickson had expressed a suspicion that Bowen 
was employed by the Government, 

Ex-Marshal Henry being recalled described a 
conversation had with Attorney-General Brews- 
ster during the progress of the star route pro- 
ceedings. The Attorney-General found fault 
with the selection of two talesmen. He said to 
witness that the whole country would hold him 
(witness) responsible if the accused were not 
convicted. Witness indignantiy denied it, and 
asserted that his hands and his office were clean. 
The District Attorney was proceeding to question 
witness when counsel for the defense arose to ob- 
ject. The court said that many things had been 

ut in as testimony to which he ought to 

ave objected. The case had assumed the as- 
eee of a trial of the late Attorney-General, 
Vhy this matter should come in at this late day 
he could not understand. The name of the late 
Attorney-General had been draggedin. ‘* The 
late Attorney-General must hold you [address- 
ing District Attorney Worthington] responsible 
for all thisscandal that has been heaped upon 
his head.” Mr. Worthington thought this un- 
just, inasmuch as the Attorney-General’s name 
had been first introduced by counsel for defense 
and by witness. The court said he would have 
ruled out Brewster Cameron’s testimony if he 
could bave foreseen that this was to be used for 
the purpose ot heaping scandal! upon the head of 
the late Attorney-General. It was an outrage, 

Ex-Special Attorney W. W. Ker was sworn 
and described a conversation between himself 
and ex-District Attorney Corkhill which took 
place aday or two after the Grand Jury had 
ignored the first indictment against Dickson, 
Witness took the District Attorney to task for 
permitting the Grand Jury to call witnesses be- 
fore them indiscriminately. Mr, Corkhill main- 
tained that the Grand Jury had aright to call 
pefore them anybody they migntchoose. Wit- 
ness stoutly maintained that the District Attor- 
ney had no right to have persons betore the 
Grand Jury unless they were witnesses for the 
Government, and told the District Attorney that 
the Dickson bill had been ignored because of his 
(Corkhill’s) carelessness and negligence. He 
advised Corkhill to bring the Dickson case 
before the Grand Jury anew, and to see to it 
that only witnesses for the Government were 
allowed to appear, adding that if the case were 
lost through his (Corkhill’s) neglect, the Attor- 
ney-General would hold the latter responsible, 
Mr. Corkbill promised to take the course sug- 
gested. ‘‘Now we have another defendant,” 
said the court, sotto voce, Questioned by coun- 
sel for the defense, witness said he had intro- 
duced an electrician from Philadelphia to Dick- 
son, the former representing an underground 
system for electric conductors, and Dickson be- 
ing President of an electric Yabt company. Mr. 
Ker said to Dickson, in substance, that it would 
be to the advantage of his compary for bim to 
secure the usa of the underground system. 

Q.—Did you think it proper to introduce a 
thing of this kind to the foreman of ajuryina 
case in wuich you were counsel? A.—Well, Sir, 
I don’t know asI think there is anything im- 
proper about it. 

Brewster Cameron was recalled and contra- 
dicted certain statements made by the witness 
Kennedy. Counsel for the Government sug- 
gested to the court that the case be adjourned 
until Monday to give ex-Attorney-General 
Brewster an opportunity to appear in his own 
vindication if he chose to do so. The case was 
thereupon adjourned until next Monday.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASUINGTON, April 24, 1885. 
The President to-day appointed Henry P. Ker- 
nochan, of Louisiana, to be Naval Officer at the port 


of New-Orleans, and Cornelius Schenck, of Oregon, to 
be Appraiser of Merchandise in the district of Willa- 
mette, Oregon. 


James H. Wardell, of New-York, was to-day 
designated to act as Chief of the Census Division of 


the Interior Department. Mr. Warde!! will be assisted 
by four clerks in the completion of the work of com- 
piling the unfinished census reports. 


The First Controller of the Treasury has 
recommended to the Secretary that the divisions in 


his office be reduced from nine to five, and that the 
force be reduced correspondingly. It is his purpose to 
simplify and systematize the work of the bureau. 

Attorney-General Garland has requested So- 
licitor-General Phillips to remain in office during the 
term of the United States Supreme Court, which will 
not be closed until May 4. Judge Phillips resigned on 
March 6 to enter on the prastine of his protsssion in 
thiscity, but informed the Attorney-General at the 
time that he would continue to serve for a tew weeks 
s0 a8 not to hurry or embarrass the President in the 
selectioh of his successor. 


Postmaster-General Vilas to-day saia that 
Postmaster Beiley, of Camden, N. J., had been sus- 


pended because he had admitted that he purchased 
two pianos and about $1,000 worth of merchandise and 
paid for them in postage stamps. The effect was to in- 
crease his apparent sales of stamps and consequently 
his salary, a practice which the President did not re- 
ey as good policy. These charges were made against 

ostmaster Batley during the preceding Administra- 
tion, and were substantiated by the Inspector's reports. 
The President has appointed Charles Jauney Post- 
master, in place of Bailey. 

Red Cloud and Agent McGillicuddy faced 
each other in the office of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs to-day. Red Cloud was accompanied by his 
counsel, Mr. Willard, Todd Randall, interpreter, and 
Dr. Bland. The Agent was attended by Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-his-Horses, an Indian Chief, and two of the 
Indian police. The old chief had prepared a number 
of charges against the Avent relating to misappropria- 
tion of money, maladministration of agency affairs, 
and attempts to crush him (Red Cloud) and destroy his 
influence. At the request of the Commissioner they 
were reduced to writing. Agent McGillicuddy made a 
brief but comprehensive denial of the charges, and 
after some general discussion further proceedings 
were postponed until to-morrow. 


The President has signed the commissions of 
all the Collectors of Internal Revenue appointed since 


the adjournment of the Senate, including that of Eben 
F. Pillsbury as Collector for the 'l'hird District of Mas- 
sachusetts, over which there was said to be some dis- 
pute. In accordance with custom these commissions 
are neld by the secretary of the Treasury for delivery 
to the appointeesfuntil their bonds have been approved 
by the Solicitor of the ‘l'reasury. lt is said at the 
Treasury Department that the case of Mr. Pillsbury is 
exactly the same as that of the others who have tailed 
so far tofiletheir bonds. No further action has been 
taken inthe case of Collector Craiz, of Virginia, who 
declined to resign at the request of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. It bas been referred to the President, 
and itis understood that he will order the suspension 
of Mr. Craig. 


The Treasury Commission, of which Assistant 
Secretary Fairchild is President, has virtually con- 


cluded the inspection of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
The Secrétary and the Accountant of the commission 
are now engaged in examining the books and accounts 
of the different divisions and are making a thorough 
investigation of the method of doing businessgeneraliy 
in the bureau. They have been ably assisted in this 
work by Assistant Treasurer Graves, who isa member 
ofthe commission. It is expected that this portion of 
the work will be completed in afew days, ‘the com- 
mission will then be in possession of all the data and 
information necessary for the preparation of their re- 
port to the Secretary. Itis likely that the commission 
will conclude to recommend the transfer of clerks from 
an overcrowded bureau to bureaus where the clerical 
torce is too small, instead of dismissing the superfluous 
clerks in one bureau xnd supplying another bureau with 
clerks certified by the Civil Service Commission, It is 
believed, however, that the commission will report the 
number of clerks as being on the whole in excess of the 
needs of the service, 





MR. MORRIS THINKS IT 1S SPITE. 
Florist John Morris, of Jefferson Market, 
yesterday received from Superintendent Blu- 
menthal, of the Bureau of Street Incumbrances, 
a notice that he must remove the fiowers which 
he keeps on the sidewalk inside of 24 hours, or 
they would be taken to the corporation yard, 
Mr. Morris, who is the gentleman whose repre- 
sentations concerning the Jefferson Market 
pokerclub resulted in the removalof Francis 
Tomes, Superintendent of Markets, took the 
notice to Superintendent Reilley, Mr. Tomes’s 
successor. Mr. Reilley said he would ask Mr, 
Blumenthal to suspend the execution of the 
order against Mr. Morris until Monday, In the 
meantime the Corporation Counsel will be asked 
foran opinion concerning the power of the 
Bureau of Incumbrances over the sidewalks 
around the public markets. There is a conflict 
of opinions concerning this power. Mr. Morris 
believes that the complaints against him orig- 
inate in the poker club. 


POLES MUST NOT BE ERECTED. 

Under date of April 183 Commissioner 
Squire wrote to Corporation Counsel Lacombe 
asking him whether or not electric lighting 
companies which might receive contracts for 
lighting the streets would have the right to 
place additional wires on poles already erected, 
ortoerect additional poles to sustain wires in 
order to execute such coutracts. Yesterday Mr. 
Lacombe replied that in his opinion such con- 
tracts would not carry with them exemption 
from the operation of the act of 1884 prohibit- 
ing the stringing of wires above ground in this 
city and Brooklyn after June 14 of that year, 
and requiring all wires to be removed from the 
surface of the streets before Nov. l next. This 
was the interpretation put upon the act, Mr, 
Lacombe says, by Judge Van Brunt in the case 
of Clausen against the Baitimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company.

LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

James W. Crossley, dealer in carpets and 
furniture at Nos. 740 and 742 Broadway, made 
an assignment yesterday to Louis Grunhut, gtv- 
ing preferences for $18,915, the largest being to 
the Central National Bank, $7,500,and Jennie 
Crossley, $4,939. The business was started in 
1871 by J. & J. W. Crossley. Mr. J. Crossley died 
in January, 1877, since which time J. W. Crossle 
has continued alone. Ho has been in ill-healt 
for some time past and had to go tothe West 
Indies, whence he recently returned, This and 
dull trade, large expenses, and shrinkage in 
values are stated as the causes of the failure.

Itis provided that all purchases and 
sales forthe account shall run for 15 days with- 
out interest, Offers to buy or sell shall be for 
securities of $1,000 par value or multiples there- 
of, and a regular commission of 4% each way 
shall be charzed. P 

The room recently fitted up in the Broad-street 
front of the Stock Exchange Building for deal- 
ings in unlisted securities will be opened on 
Monday. A list of the securities in which deal- 
ings may be had will be distributed on that day.

HOW HE PAID EXPENSES. 


CHARLES E. BRUCE’S CAREER AS A BROKER’S 
CONFIDENTIAL CLERK. 

The young men who was arrested on 
Thursday, accused of embezzling money from 
the firm of L, Marx & Co., stock brokers, 
at No. 52 Exchange-place, appears to have en- 
joyeda remarkably lively career for a young 
man. He was only 21 years of age, but for sev- 
eral years he had held a position‘of trust in the 
office of Marx & Co, In the Jefferson Market 
Polhee Court,after his arrest, the prisoner said 


his name was Charles Smith, At his employer's 
office he has always been known as Charies EF, 
Bruce. For some time past he has been the 
trusted confidential clerk of Mr. Marx, the head 
ot the firm, and had charge of his personal ac- 
count, 

It was well known to Bruce's business asso- 
ciates that his tastes ani manner of living were 
entirely out of proportion to his salary of about 
$60 a month. he young man at one time re- 
marked to some of his fellow-clerks that his sal- 
ary was bardly large enough to pay his cab bire, 
He made it a point to cress fashionably, and 
ieee associated with persons of expensive 

abits. The belief prevailed —— employ- 
ers and down-town associates that he either had 
inherited some property. or else enjoyed the gen- 
erous friendship of a wealthy relative, 

Young Bruce obtained a leave of absence last 
Spring, and went to Europe, where he remained 
several months. Upon his return he told of the 
gay life he had seen in London, Paris, and 
Vienna. About two months ago Mr. Marx gave 
his confidential clerk a check to pay a bill. Sub- 
equents he Jearned that Bruce had paid the 
bill in cash, although the check had been made 

ayable to the order of the creditor. Most of 
Mr. Marx’s personal checks were filled out by 
Bruce, and investigation showed that he had 
upon ditferent occasions altered checks—eafter 
they had been signed by Mr. Marx—by raising 
the amount and making them payable to bearer, 
50 that he could get them cashed himself. 

The accused clerk was again arraigned at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday. Mr. 
Ludwig Marx, was not prepared to make a com- 
plaint against him, and the hearing was ad- 
journed until Monday next. It is charged that 
recently when Frank Billinghemmer, a cigar 
dealer at the Stock Exchange, presented a bill 
for $8 70 against Mr. Marx, Bruce drew a check 
forthat amount and, at'ter Mr. Marx had signed 
it, ‘raised it to $80 70 and appropriated the differ- 
ence. He is accused of raising another check 
tor $10 to $110, one for $5 to $500, and four for 
$25 each to $125 each. In this way Bruce is al- 
leged to have appropriated about $2,500. 

Friends of the young clerk, who lives in Brook- 
lyn with his parents, it was stated yesterday, 
were anxious to settle the matter by paying the 
amount that he had taken. Mr. Marx, however, 
entertained the idea that he had no right to in- 
terfere with the course of the law. 





TEA CULTIVATION IN ITALY. 
From the London Times, 

The French Consulat Naples gives an 
interesting account in his last report of the at- 
tempts which have been made to acclimatijze the 
tea plantinItaly. The first is said to have been 
made by the English during their occupation of 
Sicily at the beginning of the century, when the 
plant reached a height of 6 feet in the open 


air. ‘There is no proof, however, that any crop 
was obtained, and no further attempt seems to 
have been made until 1871, when some seeds were 
sown at Caltanisetta, which is in much the same 
latitude as Jamascioro, (in Japan,) from which 
piace they were brought. The seeds never 
sprouted, and a fresh trial made in 1875 with 
another variety, the Thea sinensis, also proved 
a failure. The Government, however, which 
had taken up the question, was not discouraged, 
and, after weighing the various opinions which 
it had elicited, made several! fresh plantations of 
Thea sinensis in the zone comprised between 
Florence, Naples, and Sicily. These plantations 
also came to nothing, but Signor d’Amico, a 
landed proprietorin the Province of Messina,was 
able to exhibit, at the Agricultural Show held at 
Messina in 1882, more than a hundred plants of 
the Thea sinensis three years old, which had 
been grown in the open. Prof. Beccari, too, 
who has been to India forthe purpose of investi- 
gating the growth of tea, is of opinion that 
there is no reason why it should not succeed in 
Italy if the plants and the seed are brought 
from a climate similar to that of the Penin- 
sula, for the fact of its growing in 
the open air along the Riviera, upon the 
shores of Lago Maggiore, and at Florence 
proves thatitis to a certain extent a hardy 
plans, If it has not been more generally grown 
n Italy hitherto, this 1s, Prof. Beccari thinks, 
because the mode of cultivation has heen all 
wrong. The Italians have thought that the 
plant wanted shade, whereas in India and China 
it is grown in biped A open ground and upon a soil 
which contains a large proportion of sand and 
oxide of iron. He recommends, therefore, that 
it should be plantea in land not too dry, andina 
soil preserving enough moisture to aliment the 
plants, such as the olive-growing fields of 
the Riviera, the Maremma, and Southern Italy, 
and that the plants should be brought from the 
coldest provinces of Japan. The Italian Minister 
of Agriculture has determined to act upon 
Prof. Beccari’s report, and has already sent a 
large order to Japan, besides buying a number 
of plants front a landed proprietor at Pallanza, 
in the Province of Novara, who has met with a 
fair amount of success in his experiments, 





CASTIGLIONE’S MEMOIRS. 
From the London Figaro, 

The forthcoming memoirs of the Comt- 
esse de Castiglione are likely to be read almost 
as muchipn London as in Paris. The Comtesse 
lives in an entresol at 26 Place Vendéme. Al- 
though now.50 years old at least, she continues to 
lead a most eccentric existence and shuns the 
public gaze. The blinds of her apartments are 


continually closed. She never goes out except 
ina brougham, with carefully drawn curtains, 
Whenever she goes to the theatre she sits con- 
cealedin a back seat of a proscenium box. She 
wears at least 10 different dresses daily. Her 
hair, althougn a golden cloud, like Titian’s 
Venus, in the morning, is often jet black at 
night, its tints varying in the course of 12 hours 
as frequently as the colors of the chameleon. 
She has a passion for diamonds, wearing them on 
her dress, in her hair, on her slippers, 
and round her ankles. In the days of 
her glory the Comtesse de Castiglione 
was the perfection of statuesque beauty. 
The Comtesse captivated the Emperor when 
she was a widow of 20. She appeared at the Bal 
Costumé, at the Tuileries, as Salammbo. The 
story is that the Emperor placed his hands on 
her shoulder with the words, ** Your beauty Is 
more exquisite than all the pages of Flaubert.” 
The Emperor used to call upon her tn the even- 
ings in a closed broughain, which he left in front 
of a well-known commission agent’s office in the 
Rue Castiglione. ‘*‘One day,” the Comtesse 
states, “* Pietri discovered that Orsini planned to 
intercept the Emperor in thiscorridor, Pietri 
warned the aides-de-camp and court officials, but 
nobody dared broach the subject to the Empe- 
ror. Pietri,as a last resort, informed the Em- 
press of the danger. Eugénie demanded an 
audience of the Emperor, and told his Majesty 
to beware both of the liaison and the plot of 
assassination. The Emporor absolutely denied 
the liaison. That evening, however, his Majesty 
did not call to see me.”

SCOTT’S FRIEND, LADY RUTHVEN. 
From the London World, 

The Dowager Baroness Ruthven, who 
died at Winton Castle on Easter Sunday in her 
ninety-sixth year, was a very clever woman, of 
marked originality and versatility, and she was 
one of the last surviving friends of Sir Walter 
Scott. Lady Ruthven passed several years of her 
early lifein Italy and Greece, and, with her late 
husband, formed a very tine collection of an- 
tiquities, which she recently presented to the 
Scottish National Museum. Lady Ruthven was 
a great favorite with the Queen, and received 
several visits at Winton from her Majesty 
and members of the royal sana She 
was one of the best landlords in Scotiand, and 
most kind and liberal to all classes of her ten- 
ants and neighbors, Lady Ruthven was a daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. Campbell of Islay; and her 
nephew, Capt. Walter Campbell, groom-in-wait- 
ing to the Queen, is one of her executors. She 
inheritea the beautiful domain of Winton anda 
large estate in East Lothian from her mother, 
who was the daughter and heiress of Mr. Nisbet 
of Dirleton, and it now passes to Miss Nisbet- 
Hamilton of Biel and Archerfield; while the 
estate of Barncleuth, in Lanarkshire. is left to 
the Master of Ruthven, eldest son of Lord Ruth- 
ven, Lady Ruthven preserved her faculties to 
the last. Her death closes one of the most pleas- 
antand hospitable housesin Scotland, and it is 
an event which will be deeply and widely 
mourned,

WHAT PROTECTION DOES. 


PROF. SUMNER POINTS OUT HOW IT OB- 


STRUCTS GENERAL PROGRESS. 

Prof. W. G. Sumner lectured on the tariff 
in Association Hall last night before the New- 
York Free Trade Club. His special topic was 
“The Effect of a Protective System upon a Na- 
tion’s Prosperity.” The lecturer was introduced 
by Everett P. Wheeler. 

The effect of a protective tariff in this country, 
Prof. Sumner maintained, was to lessen the 
amount of comforts that the American people 
can enjoy with a given expenditure of time and 
capital. The systems of taxation in force i the 
various Governments in the world—even in the 


best—were scandalous, Progress in the art of 
taxation had not kept pace with the progress 
made in the other arts and sciences. The main 
theory on whicha protective system of taxa- 
tion was based was described as_ follows: 
All of those industries that don’t pay 
should be protected. And with such a guaran- 
tee of assistance from the Government what was 
more natural for the man possessing an indus- 
try tosay than: “My industry don’t pay. 
want protection ?” Protection simply meant the 
taxing of one set of men to help another set. 
wis not a question of foreign political’ relations 
norof home politics. In this country it was 
simply a question between two American citi- 
zens. Nocountry couid improve itself on the 
theory of scalping one class of its people to help 
another class. 

Prof. Sumner argued that Congress had never 
yet shown itself qualified to enact a tariff. The 
members of Congress seomed to bave had a su- 
perstition that if they only put on protective 
taxes large enough everything would be all 
right. They did not appear to have inquired 
into the exact effect of the taxes they were 1m- 
posing. They believed in protection just as 
some men believed that carrying a potato in 
their pocket would cure rheumatism. The po- 
tato carrier could not tell how or why the 
potato was going to effect a cure; neither 
coula the protectionist tell how his theories, 
practically applied, were going to benefit the 
community. Ifthe theories of protection were 
sound, and if it were possible to devise a protect- 
ive§tariff jacket that would fit the industries of 
a country for the time being, it was not within 
the ingenuity of man to devise a protective 
jacket that would continue to fit for a year or 
even a month, Changes were constantly taking 
place in trade and commerce which made “con- 
fusion worse confounded” with any fixed sched- 
ule of tariff. The job of controlling ‘the indus- 
tries of a great country containing 55,000,000 in- 
habitants was too big even for a Congress of the 
United States. [Laughter and applause. |] 

Protection, the Professor continued, was sim- 
ply an obstruction against general progress. It 
was a scheme to help a select tew at the expense 
of the masses, he Japanese carpenters in 
Yokohama were good protectionists. The 
houses in Yokohama are built of light and com- 
bustible materials, and when one catches fire 
many are destroyed. Some timeago an Amer- 
ican steam fire engine was imported into Yoko- 
hama. The carpenters there found out that the 
new engine was putting out the fires promptly, 
and they got up a petition and had it sent away 
because it was of foreign make. ¢

CHICAGO FRODUCE MARKETS, 


CHICAGO, April 24.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were very slow to-day and averaged weakcr, with- 
out being heavy. The distinctive feature of the day 
wasan absence of outside orders to trade,and this 
left local people without much motivetoact. Consols 
were again quoted lower, and there were some rumors 
of apanic in London, but the news was not warlike 
enough to encourage the bulls to operate, and the fine 
weather was favorable to lower prices for Grain, which 
told on Provisions sympathetically. It was one 
of the most unnewsy days that has been ex- 
perienced on ’Change in several years. Provisions 
were very dull and sold down, but rallied later, the 
local Hog market was quoted steady, and foreign fig- 
ure3 were unchanged, except that private advices 

uoted a strong feeling in fancy cuts in Liverpool. 

‘he leading feature of the day wasa little pressure to 
sell May Pork for outside parties, said to be country

It gradually dawned upon the mind of

dignation must have aiarmed the 
spectators. The so-called trial of 
Dickson has brought to the surface - sev- 
pral persons who were discredited by the 
Government for good and sufficient rea- 
jons at the beginning of the star route 
proceedings. They jump at the chance to 
go on the witness stand and ‘‘get even” 
(with those who put them under a cloud. 
Dicsson is charged with having cor- 
ruptly endeavored to influence members 
of the jury by reading to thema writ- 
ten statement concerning the alleged 
attempt of a worthless scoundrel named 
BoweEn to bribe him in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment. But this charge appears to have 
been thrust aside in order that Henry 
and CoRKHILL and others of their kind 
might have an opportunity to attack Mr. 
Brewster. If the prosecuting attorney 
could show just what influences foisted 
the scoundrel BowEN upon the Depart- 
ment of Justice as a Special Agent, and 
just what his relations were to the de- 
fendants in the star route trial, he would 
throw a great deal of light upon a spot in 
the record where it is needed. 


If the story of the mate of the steamer 
City of Mexico is to be believed, that ves- 
sel was engaged in very bad business on 
its recent trip to the United States of 
Colombia. It was a clear case of viola- 
tion of the neutrality laws, and it looks 
very much as though the ‘“ managing 
pwners” were not free from responsibility. 
The chartering of a vessel to carry mili- 
tary uniforms, arms, ammunition, and sup- 
plies to a South American port in the hands 
of an insurgent force was @ transaction 
to put the firm on inquiry, to say the 
least, and the manner in which the ship- 
ment was made and the manifest made 
out was calculated to increase suspicion. 
A bad character is given to the mate by 
those interested in disproving his story, 

but that does not of itself disprove it. 
Capt. O’Brien’s account of his proceed- 
imgs may put a different phase on the

The defeat of Mr. GLADSTONE’s Govern- 
ment in the House of Commons by a vote 
of 62 to 56 signifies nothing except that 
the bill for the registration of votes in 
Ireland does not excite the interest of the 
English members. The Irish members 
were probably present in force and fur- 
nished nearly, if not quite, all the votes 
against the Government. There were only 
62 of these hostile votes, and there are 64 
members classed as Home Rulers. Their 
determination to get all they can out of 
the Imperial Treasury for local Irish pur- 
poses has never been seriously questioned, 
and fully accounts for their course upon 
this measure.

The Board of Aldermen seems disposed 
to go a little fast in the matter of intro- 
ducing the electric light for the illumina- 
tion of the streets. If the figures pre- 
sented by the Secretary of the Gas Com- 
mission are accurate, it would be advisa- 
ble to proceed with more deliberation. 
According to these figures, the electric 
lights now in use cost the city more than 
three times as much as the gaslights dis- 
placed. A resolution has been passed 
which provides for more than quadrupling 
the number of lamps, and would raise the 
cost of lighting the city streets to over 
a million dollars. It is clear that the su- 
perior advantages of the electric light for 
outdoor purposes would not justify its in- 
troduction on this scale while the cost is 
so greatly in excess of that of the old sys- 
tem. It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection that it is the opinion of Corpora- 
tion Counsel Lacombe that the electric 
light companies can raise no more poles 
and string no more wires in the streets, 
They must go under ground with any ex- 
tension of their system. 














A French merchant from Colon has been 
criticising the action of Commander 
Kang, of the Galena, from a new point of 
view. The first accounts of the trouble 
complained that Commander Kane had 
been dilatory in protecting the rights 
of American citizens. This complaint 
was dispelled by fuller information, 
and it was shown that the officer 
in question had behaved both with 
spirit and with discretion. The 
French refugee complains, on the other 
hand, that the American officer went 
much too far in refusing to permit the 
delivery to PRESTAN of the arms on the 
Colon, for which the insurgent had a bill 
of lading. If these had been delivered, 
according to this French merchant, there 
would have been no trouble. The notion 
that an officer charged with the preserva- 
tion of law and order can best perform his 
duty by dealing out arms toa mob is novel 
and amusing. 








If war should be declared within the 
next few days between Russia and Eng- 
land it seems that an exact repetition 
of the Alabama and Kearsarge fight 
may be looked for, even to 
the attending yacht with sightseers 
on board. The Russian corvette now 
at Norfolk is decidedly overmatched in 
size, weight of metal, and number of 
crew, and the result of a fight could 
hardly fail to be a victory for the Eng- 
lishman, who might thus gain ‘“‘ first 
blood” for his country and promotion for 
himself, although his pursuit of the Rus- 
sian seems to be a distinct violation of 
orders. 








THE REST OF THE SESSION. 


There is disagreement between the Sen- 
ate and the Assembly on the question of 
a final adjournment of the Legislature. 
The former has voted in favor of adjourn- 
ing May 15, and the latter on May 8. 
The date 1s not so important as a com- 
pletion of the work. Owing to vari- 
ous causes, the most conspicuous of which 
is the dilatory and inefficient action of the 
Assembly committees, the most important 
measures brought before the Legislature 
during the session are still to be acted on. 
Much time has been wasted in both houses 
by impotent efforts to make political capi- 
tal instead of promoting the public inter- 
ests. Nothing has been gained by either 
party through such short-sighted tactics, 
and unless they are dropped the work that 
ought to be done will not be finished in 
two weeks or even in three. 

The Niagara Park bill is almost the only 
measure that has passed both houses in 
which a strong public interest has been 
felt and that still awaits the signature of 
the Governor. The Prison Labor bill is of 
very great importance to the taxpayers of 
the State. It still lies on the table in 
the Assembly, after failing to pass 
its third reading. The question was 
brought into a deplorable muddle by the 
incapacity of most of the members to 
deal with it upon its merits. The Dem- 
ocrats devoted all their efforts -to 
obstruction, and unless this bill is taken 
up and passed there will be much dissatis- 
faction, for which they will have to bear a 
large share of responsibility. The Capitol 
appropriation has been needlessly de- 
layed, and for two weeks the Commis- 
sioner has been going on with the work 
without any funds with which to pay his 
men. So long as it is admitted that the 
work is to be done andit is not denied that 
it is now being done honestly, the appro- 
priation ought to be sufficient to keep it 
going. But the delay is caused by a 
wrangle over the amount, in which this 
consideration has little weight. 

The bill providing for a check upon the 


reported in the Assembly and made a 
special order for Tuesday next. It is 
likely to be fought in a manner to take 
up much more time than needs to be de- 
voted to it.” The Freedom of Worship 
bill, that received so much irrelevant dis- 
cussion in the Senate, will be forced be- 
fore the reluctant Assembly on Wednes- 
day, where there will probably be more 
talk of thesamekind.

bly, but it will have to go through the 
customary processes of reference, re- 
port, &c. 

A very important subject which was 
brought before the Senate in half a dozen 
different bills early in the session is the 
protection of the Adirondack forests. The 
bill which has the most favorable posi- 
tion is the Forestry act of Mr. Low, but 
it is chiefly intended to prevent the adop- 
tion of an effective policy, and it is better 
to do nothing than to raise new barriers in 
the way of such a policy. The bills re- 
ported by the Sargent commission ought 
to be taken up and passed, but of this 
there seems to be little chance. The bill 
modifying the law relating to the new 
parks for this city has merely been pro- 
gressed in the Senate, where it has en- 
countered an altogether unreasonable 
political opposition. It should not fail to 
be enacted. The constitutional amend- 
ment relating to elections is the most im- 
portant measure in its general bearings 
pending in the Legislature. It has not 
been acted on in either house. 

Besides these matters there are the 
Civil Code, the new building law and 
that regulating the height of buildings, 
the important financial measures suggest- 
ed by Controller CHapin, the Brooklyn 
Bridge bill, the Canned Goods bill and 
various measures relating to public health, 
the Sinking Fund act for this city, 
and many others far more _ impor- 
tant than most that have _ occu- 
pied the time of the Legislature 
thus far. From this hasty glance at the 
business that has been allowed to accu- 
mulate upon the closing weeks of the ses- 
sion it is plain that the two houses must 
work expeditiously or leave their work 
unfinished, even if the date of adjourn- 
ment is fixed for May 15. The session 
thus far has been barren and discouraging. 
Unless good use is made of the remaining 
time its record will be most discreditable. 











ORGANIZING ACCIDENTS. 


The recent accident on the elevated 
road near Hanover-square is only the first 
of a series which the managers of the 
Third-avenue road are preparing. When, 
in the early days of the Third-avenue road, 
an accident occurred at the Forty-second- 
street junction, it was announced that 
no trains would thereafter be permitted to 
pass from the main track to any branch. 
The system of shuttle trains was adopted 
at Forty-second-street, and the Second 
and Third avenue roads were entirely dis- 
connected at Chatham-square, the Third- 
avenue trains running to the City Hall 
and the Second-avenue to South Ferry. 

This method of operating the east side 
roads reduced the danger of collision to 
aminimum. It was not long, however, 
before the managers began to make 
changes. The Second-avenue road was 
made to terminate at Chatham-square, 
and the Third-avenue trains were run to 
South Ferry, the City Hall branch being 
operated by shuttle trains. A little later, 
the plan of running a certain proportion 
of the Third-avenue trains through to the 
City Hall was adopted, thus placing the 
passengers at the mercy of a switchman. 
Then the City Hall shuttle trains were 
brought directly to the Chatham-street 
station—crossing the Third-avenue tracks 
and affording excellent opportunities for 
collisions. Finally, the Second-avenue as 
well as the Third-uvenue trains have been 
run over the same tracks from Chatham- 
square to South Ferry, thus greatly in- 
creasing the danger of accidents. 

We have now six switches at the 
Chatham-square station which are in con- 
stant use. Ateach of these six switches 
a collision can be brought about at al- 
most any moment, provided the switch- 
man makes a mistake either in changing 
the switches or in displaying signals. 
The danger at the Forty-second-street 
station was very slight compared with 
the danger to which passengers are now 
subjected at Chatham-square, but never- 
theless a collision did occur at the Forty- 
second-street switch. So far as collisions 
can be made easy by careful preparation 
they have been made easy at Chatham- 
square, and unless the present compli- 
cated, reckless, and criminal system of 
operating the roads at the latter point is 
abandoned it will not be long before the 
invited accident will occur. 








HOW SOME RANCHES ARE MADE. 


The present Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, like his predecessor, sus- 
pects that the enormous cattle ranches in 
the far West have for their foundation, 
so to speak, quarter sections of Govern- 
ment land fraudulently entered. For that 
reason he has suspended final action on 
many entries with the intention of closely 
examining them. It is not necessary for 
the ranchman and his associates to get 
patents forall the land they use. By hold- 
ing a few quarter sections containing the 
springs or watercourses they can control 
thousands and even hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres. For example, the famous 
range originally owned by ex-Senator 
DoRSEY, and now owned by a company 
in which Col. INGERSOLL is associated 
with him, is said to cover 3,500,000 acres, 
end to be controlled by less than 34,000 
acres of Government lands. A _ corre- 
spondent who visited the ex-Sen- 
ator a year or two ago and  ex- 
tracted from him . some _ curious 
and amusing remarks about politics 
and star route prosecutions, described the 
range as being 50 or 60 miles wide and from 
70 to 80 mileslong. ‘‘ Theland to which Mr. 
Dorsegy has actual title,” he added, ‘‘ com- 
prises 208 quarter sections of 160 acres 
each, in all about 34,000 acres. Every one 
of these quarter sections carries with it a 
water privilege great or small, which is 
often all the real value of the land.” In 
many cases the needed quarter sections 
are taken from the Government by fraud 
upon entries filed by the ranchman’s cow- 
boys. The process was recently described 
as follows by a Land Office Inspector: 

“The method is simple, effective, and infa- 
mous. A ‘cattle king’ employs a number of 
men as herders—‘cowboys’ is the popular 
designation tor them, The herd is located on 
afavorable portion of the public lands where 
grass, water, and shelter are convenient, and 
each herder is expected and required to makea 
timber culture entry of lands along the stream. 


These entries often very nearly if not quite oc- 
cupy all the watered landsin a township, and

tire township and frequently a number of town- 
ships together are dominated by an interest the 

‘most inimical possible to ordinary agricultural 
operations and a development of the country. 
If a bona fide settler has located in advance of 
the cattleman, he is either bought off or scared 
off. * * * It is unnecessary 1o multipiy cases. 
The methods are similar—methods in which 
brute force is the larger factor and a defiance of 
law and decency the brazen boast. The results 
are identical.” 


Two or three days ago we directed the 
attention of Col. INGERSOLL to the official 
statement of a trusted Inspector of the 
Land Office that his famous group of log 
vabins was built on a quarter section 
taken from the Government by fraud. 
That section was one said to have been 
occupied for some years by MIGUEL 
ABEYTIA and to have been sold by him to 
STEPHEN W. Dorsry. The Inspector’s 
discovery that ABEYTIA was a fictitious 
person may excite in the minds of some 
men suspicions about the history 
of the remaining 207 quarter  sec- 
tions owned by the ex-Senator and 
his cattle company. The official re- 
ports to which we have referred 
contain a great deal of matter relating to 
the fraudulent acquisition of Government 
land in Colfax County and other parts of 
New-Mexico. The histories of several 
cases the Inspector traced as carefully as 
he had traced that of the Abeytia claim, 
but he was unable to fully cover the 
ground. ‘‘No more patents should issue,”’ 
said he, ‘‘ for lands in New-Mexico until 
every entry has been investigated. An 
honest investigation would result in the 
cancellation of hundreds of fraudulent 
entries, and many thousand acres of land 
would be thrown open to entry for actual 
settlers, The office should send at least six 
agents into this Territory without delay. I 
have no means of knowing whether the 
fencing of the publi¢ lands by Mr. Dorszy 
has been reported. At all events, it is 
true that he has several fenced ranches, 
amounting in the aggregate to at least 
fifty miles of wire fence. I am unable to 
state how much public land is inclosed, 
but in my opinion, after the entries have 
been investigated and reported upon, the 
fences should receive attention.” 

Undoubtedly a thorough overhauling of 
the affairs of New-Mexico, especially the 
history of the disposal of the public lands 
there, would disclose some very interest- 
ing facts. 








MALARIA IN THE PARK. 

One of the Park Commissioners admits 
that the lakes in Central Park are sources 
of malaria, but asserts that people can 
still visit the great pleasure ground in the 
daytime without losing their health. 
Certain regions in the park are unhealthy 
in the evening, he says, because of the 
malaria arising from the lakes, and the 
keepers whose beats are in those regions 
are frequently disabled by malarial dis- 
ease, but it does not appear to him that 
those who stroll around the lakes in the 
‘‘ordinary hours” of the day are in any 
danger. 

If the lakes make Central Park a source 
of malarial poison in the evening they 
make parts of it dangerous in the day- 
time. The slimy pools that poison the air 
at nightfall are not purified and ‘made 
harmless by the rising sun. Many a resi- 
dent of this city knows that at times the 
lakes have been very offensive in the sun- 
light. The odors arising from some of the 
ponds in the brightest days of the last 
warm season were sickening. There must 
have been disease in those stagnant and 
slimy waters, not only for those who wan- 
dered around them day after day, but 
also to others living just outside the walls, 

What a shame it is that this beautiful 
pleasure ground, this breathing spot for 
those who cannot enjoy the pure air of 
the country in the warm days of Summer, 
should be cursed with these filthy breed- 
ers of malarial disease ! If they are to re- 
main throughout the coming season in bad 
condition and be as offensive as they were 
last year, those who go to the Park from 
their hot and poorly ventilated tenements 
hoping to get new vigor there may find 
weakness instead of strength. A chain of 
malarial pools may make the Park a 
nuisance instead of a blessing. It ought 
to be possible for the City Government to 
make the offensive lakes healthful without 
delay. 








WASHINGTON MONEY LENDERS. 


The petty Shylocks of Washington have 
a national notoriety. The Government 
clerks and many officers of the army and 
the navy are their victims. The clerks 
are in many cases required to pay 10 per 
cent. a month in interest, but officers who 
can furnish pay vouchers for security are 
accommodated at a lower rate. The poor 
who have fallen into the clutches of these 
heartless money lenders could tell some 
pitiful tales. One of these Shylocks 
asked Secretary MCCULLOCH a few 
months ago to compel a poor woman em- 
ployed in the department to continue the 
payment of interest at 11 per cent. a 
month, or 182 per cent. a year, upon a 
loan of $60—money that she had borrowed 
to pay the burial expenses of her dead 
son. Although the debt was only $60, 
she had already paid $150 in interest, but 
the death of another son had interrupted 
the payments. The Secretary refused to 
assist the money lender in collecting his 
“debt.” 

The banking firm of Squier & Co, had 
an office on Pennsylvania-avenue. It re- 
ceived deposits and lent money on army 
and navy pay vouchers at high rates of in- 
terest. Some months ago it failed, and 
the depositors discovered that there was 
nothing left for them. But there was in 
the office a safe belonging to James B. 
Epmonps, one of the three Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, and the 
creditors, having reason to suspect 
that it might contain assets, and that 
Mr. Epmonps had been closely connected 
with the firm as a very silent partner, 
entered into a legal contest for its pos- 
session. The proceedings in court have 
pretty clearly revealed the nature of Com- 
missioner EpMONDs’s partnership. Accord- 
ing to one agreement which he produced 
he supplied to Squier the capital which 
he advanced upon the pay vouchers of

month, The vouchers themselves were to 
be kept by Epmonps in his iocked safe in 
Squirr’s office as security. This agree- 
ment was madein 1883. Within a few 
days another, dated in 1880, has been pro- 
duced by SgQuier’s confidential clerk, in 
which it was stipulated that EpMmonps 
should be paid interest at the rate of 1 1-2 
per cent. a month, or 18 per cent. a year. 
The officers were, of course, required to 
pay a much higher rate. 

Mr. EDMONDS was appointed a Com- 
missioner after vigorous opposition had 
caused the withdrawal of the nomination 
of OLMSTEAD, whose connection with the 
old real estate ring made him obnoxious. 
He is the only Democrat on the board. 
On Nov. 8, 1884, he hastened to communi- 
cate that fact to Mr. CLEVELAND in a 
message of congratulation. ‘‘The gov- 
ernment of this District since 1878,” he 
wrote, “has been maintained on a non- 
partisan basis, and that is how it happens 
that one of the Commissioners 1s a Demo- 
crat as well as yours very respectfully, 
James B. Epmonps.” 

If it had been known at the time of his 
appointment that Mr. EpMoNDs’s business 
was the lending of money at 2 or 8 per 
cent. a month on pay vouchers, it is not 
probable that he would have been nomi- 
nated. Now that the facts are known, it 
does not seem probable that he will serve 
more than one term. The Democratic 
Party might be much more creditably 
represented in the government of the city 
of Washington. 











A LESSON. 

Ryan the prize fighter was in town the 
other day, breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against Ricnharp K. Fox for 
having given up the attempt to bring 
about a fight between Ryan and SuLLr- 
VAN. There is no doubt that the proposed 
fight has been entirely abandoned, and 
that Fox has withdrawn the money which 
he had placed in the hands of the stake- 
holder, 

This result fully justifies the ground 
taken by THE Tiues that the way to put a 
stop to prize fighting is to attack the so- 
called patrons of the ring. Hitherto 
when the authorities have honestly tried 
to interfere with prize fighting they have 
arrested the pugilists. This has little or 
ng effect. Brutes like Ryan and SULLIVAN 
cannot imagine that there is any disgrace 
in being arrested, and they never have 
any hesitation in forfeiting their bail. If, 
however, the men who furnish the 
money for which the brutes fight are 
made to understand that the law will 
be enforced against the patrons of the ring 
they will be pretty sure to keep themselves 
out of danger. Had Suttivan or Ryan 
been arrested they would have been 
promptly bailed, and would have fought 
their battle in spite of the law; but when 
Fox, who was inducing the men to fight, 
found that he was in danger of arrest he 
washed his hands of the whole affair and 
left the brutes without any money to fight 
for. Now that Ture Times has shown how 
to break up prize fighting we may expect 
honest prosecuting officers to learn the 
lesson.

Close readers of press dispatches may 
have discovered that this country was blessed 
with a fine variety of weather on Wednesday 
and Thursday last. There were cyclones in 
Texas, phenomenal rainstorms and floods in 
Kansas, the heaviest snowstorm for many years 
in Denver, and in Vermont heat so intense 
that the railroad track was thrown out 
of place. In parts of the Northeast 
the season commonly called Spring seems 
to have been omitted, Summer following close 
upon the end of Winter. While the temperature 
in Northern Vermont was 92° in the shade, many 
of the country roads were almost impassable, 
owing to snowdrifts and mud.

ITALIAN OPERA. 

Flotow’s well-worn ‘Marta’ was the 
medium of Mme. Adelina Patti's leave-taking of 
the New-York public at the Academy of 
Music yesterday evening. The house was 
crowded, and although much of the music 
in “Marta” has been heard so _fre- 
quently that its impression justifies to 
some extent the proverb as to the habitual off- 
spring of familiarity, yesterday's audience re- 
mained until the last bar ot the score had 
been played and sung. That Flotow’s best 
known work has not yet lost all its 
attractiveness is proved three or four times 
a year; there is no doubt however, that 
it exceptional drawing power last night was at- 
tributed to the charm of its principal interpreter 
rather than to the threadbare melodies of the 
score. Had it been generally realized, in truth. 
that Mme. Patti was really about to bid a long 
if not a definite farewell to the public of 
the metropolis, the concourse, large as it was, 
would have overflowed into the lobbies and 
made the house ring with its godspeeds. 
The spectators did not appear to quite 
understand that yesterday’s performance 
was, in fact, Mme. Patti’s last. 
She will surely not visit the United States next 
year, and, if she comes a tweivemonth later, it 
ia proposed to limit her representations to the 
chief cities of the West. Her reception last 
night was, as usual, most cordial, and the trib- 
utes of flowers and applause were most liberal, 
but both would have been bestowed with still 
greater warmth and good quality had the situ- 
ation been more widely apprehended. Luckily 
New-York has had many opportunities of 
listening to Mme. Patti during three 
consecutive seasons, and if that peerless 
artist cannot always be with us the 
memory at least of her voice and art will not 
speedily dieaway. Norshould this memory be 
suffered to evanesce. The present generation 
will behold no singer as richly gifted by na- 
ture, as finely polished by culture and 
experience, or as thoroughly quickened 
by the touch of genius. Prima donnas with pure 
and powerful tones, songstresses whose feeble 
voices would not be borne with for an instant if 
emotional poxert and a mastery of his- 
trionic methods made not amends for vocal 
deficiencies, and lyric artists addicted to 
feats of execution that have no closer kinship to 
song than fireworks to the splendors of the 
northern lights, will be greeted in turn, but last 
evening’s audience will not welcome an- 
other Patti. Toward the last the assem- 
blage awoke seemingly to a livelier sense 
of the approaching separation, and, after the 
final scene of ** Marta,’ the plaudits and recalls 
took on as much unanimity and fervor as could 
be wished. There is small need to dwell upon 
the representation of the opera, and _ atill 
less occasion to speak in detail of 
Mme. Patti’s work. The rima donva 
sings the music allotted to Lady Enrichetta with 
the equable beauty of tone distinguishing her 
every effort, and, thanks to genuine and ever- 
crescent histrionictskilJ, invests its sentimental 
and comic aspects with delightful charm 
and impressiveness. The brilliant ensemble 
numbers and the pretty love duet with Lionelio 
were, of course, admirably rendered, but the 
popular heart was most quickly touched by the 
soprano’s “Last Rose of Summer,” and this 
much-liked, though ancient, romance had to 
be interpreted thrice. At the close of_ the 
evening, and, amid enthusiastic applause, Mme. 
Patti was summoned hefore the curtain and 
sang ‘Home, Sweet Home,” with that sim- 
plicity of the highest sort begotten of 
feeling and perfect art. Mme. Scalchi was, 
as heretofore, Nancy; the music of the réle 
is not well suited to her voice, but her air in the 
third act was nevertheless redemanded. Signor 
Vicini as Lionello, Signor Cherubini as Plun- 
ketto,and Signor Caracciolo as Tristano were 
the other artists concerned in the performance, 
and they completed an efficient cast.

GEN. FABBRIZI’S DEATH. 
Rome Letter to the London Times. 

Another of the military heroes of the 
Italian insurrection, Gen. Nicola Fabbrizi, died 
on March 31 at the age ot 80 years. He wasa 
native of Modena, and, having taken an active 
part in the insurrectionary movement in 1831, 
was banished from tHe country, together with 
all the members of his family. From the island 
of Malta in 1837 he assisted the revolutionary 
movement in Sicily and the Romagna. In 1848 
he took part in the Palermitan jnsurrection. 
From there he went to Venice to assist in defend- 
ing that city against the besiegers, and afterward 


to Rome, where he took part in directing the 
operations against the French. After the fall of 
the Roman Republic he returned to Malta, but 
being forbidden to remain there he took 
refuge, first in Corsica and afterward in 
Nice. In 1860, holding then the rank of 
Colonel, he played an important part 
in Sicily, together with Garibaldi’s Thousand 
of Marsala, and especially distinguished himseif 
atthe battle of Milazzo on the 20thof July of 
that year. Sent ly Garibaldi in command of an 
advanced corps on the road to Messina, he re- 
pulsed the Bourbon troops on the heights of 
Gesso on the 25th of July, and on the Ist of Oc- 
tober he fought with great valor at Volturno. 
He was created by Garabaldi Dictator and Min- 
ister of War of the new Sicilian Government. 
In 1861 he co-operated with Gen. Cialdini in the 
suppression of brigandage, and in 1867, holding 
than the rank of General, he took a prominent 
part in the Garibaldian expedition. {n 1864 he 
was elected member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties for Trapani, and in 1865 for Modena, by which 
city be was ever afterward returned at each 
election.

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TAKING AHANDINTHE WAR 


THE TRIP OF THE STEAMSHIP CITY 
OF MEXICO. 

MATE MCARTY’S STORY—WITH SOLDIERS 
AS PASSENGERS SAILING UNDER THE 
AMERICAN FLAG. 

The examination of Capt. John O’Brien, 
of the steamship City of Mexico, which has re- 
cently returned from the United States of Co- 
lombia after a little excursion along the coast 
witb 200 officers and men of tne insurgent army, 
was begun yesterday before United States 
Commissioner Shields. The Commissioner's of- 
fice was crowded with spectators, The defend- 
ant, who is.a very small man, sat quietly as 
the mate told of his actions on the vessel. 
United States District Attorney Root conducted 
the examination of several witnessess, and W. 
W. MacFarland appeared for O’Brien. 

John H. McCarty was the first witness. He 
gaid he became mate of the steamer last Fall. 
During February she was laid up inthe Erie 
‘Basin till the charter was made. On the night 
of the llth of March, after the steamer had been 
made ready for her trip,a lot of ammunition 


was brought alongside ina lichter. It was then 
7 o’clock, and McCarty objected to receiving 
the freight at night as he had been working all 
day. O’Brien then told the Captain of the 
lighter to put the goods on board and never 
mind any accountoft them. They were stowed 
aft, and by the morning following ali had been 
taken on board. .Besides the crew there were 
two passengers on the steamer, whom the wit- 
ness afterward ascertained were representatives 
of the revolutionists in Colombia. They spoke 
both Spanish and English. 

The mate had understood at first that the ves- 
sel was goine to Kingston, Jamaica, and after- 
ward to Boca del Torro. When they had passed 
the Hook he asked the Captain their destination, 
as he wanted to head the logbook properly. To 
this the Captain replied: ** Oh, head it anywhere 
down there.” For three days ne headed the 
dates in the log “Toward Boca del Torro.” 
Then he changed it to Savanilla, as the Captain 
said they were going there. This was after a 
sailor had reported that there was ammunition 
aboard. This had been shifted by the sea, and 
the saijor reported to his comrades that there 
were Gatling guns in cases on board. This 
startled the crew, and on the mate reporting the 
discovery of the arms to the Captain the latter 
replied that it was allright and that they were 
going to Savanilla. 

On arriving at that place—the port of Baran- 

quilla, quite a large town and then controlled by 
the insurgents—a tugboat came off to them, and 
the passengers hailed it. The peop!e on the tug 
shouted back to them that Savanilla was still 
held by their friends. Just before getting into 
port, the mate said, the two passengers had_be- 
come very uneasy, and paced the bridge. They 
took a pilot off the tug, and soon after came to 
anchor. On the night following—Saturday 
night—the cargo was discharged. he Captain 
and engineer went ashore, and the former staid 
there for four days. On the day he came off two 
barges and a tugboat came alongside Joaded 
with troops. The Captain at first said he was 
not ready for them, but on the Generai in com- 
mand pressing the matter he took them all on 
that day. 
- “There were 2 Generals,” said McCarty, 
“and 40 officers, with 150 privates. They were 
dressed in new uniforms of alight material— 
those of the officers having lots of gold Jace on 
them. They carried Peabody rifles. There were 
tour women with the officers.” 

Inreply to a question by District Attorney 
Root, Mate McCarty said that the troops had 
the same kind of arms that the City of Mexico 
brought down. They also had patent cartridges. 
**They were all white men,”’ he said, “not a nig- 

er among them, and were fine-looking fellows. 

rovisions were also taken on board and the ship 
baliasted. That evening anchor was weighed 
and the City of Mexico sailed for Kio Hacha, 
which was reached on Sunday night, March 29. 

** We went into the port with the American 
fiag flying,” continued Mr. McCarty, “ and soon 
We saw a boat putting outtorus. It contained 
the Captain of the Port and an interpreter, be- 
sides a good-sized crew. The interpreter sang 
out to know whence we came. The Captain re- 
plied, ‘From Barracouta,’ becoming confused 
in pronouncing the Spanish names. The boat 
then drew near, and the interpreter started up 
the gangway steps. When half way up he 
called out to me again, ‘From whence do you 
come?’ ‘Savanilia.’?’ I rephed. * Savanilia !’ 
cried out the man in alarm, and then he turned 
and ran down the steps. The crew in the boat, 
hearing the name, also turned and began to row 
toward shore. With ashout up jumped 30 sol- 
diers from behind the bulwarks and pointed 
their rifles at the boat. Rowing was stopped 
short, and on being ordered the boat came up to 
the steamer. The men came on board and were 
made prisoners.”

“Yes, Sir.” answered the witness. The mate 
spaia he protested against this, and stepped be- 
tween the prisoners and the pointed rifles. 
**Mac, you'll get shot,’’ shouted the Captain; 
* wecan’t help this.” The Captain then ordered 
McCarty to hoist the boat in which the people 
from Rio Hacha had come off. ** The crew re- 
fused to raise the boat,” continued the mate, 
“and I myself told the Captain that this wasa 
serious matter. The soldiers then took hold and 
Grew up the boat. We thenran out to sea about 
18 miles and discovereda schooner. The General 
of the troops ordered us to bear down to her. 
The Captain protested at this, and called me asa 
witness to it, but the General was obdurate. 
The schooner had no colors up. We then learned 
that she was armed with two or three heavy 
guns, besides her smal! arms. and it was reported 
that she could sink us. J then called up all 
bands, engineers, firemen, and ali, and we made 
& protest against attacking the sthooner. 

“Tne General sneered at us and said the 

amer was chartered by them for the trip. 
then stepped forward and, unfolding an Ameri- 
ean flag, said: ‘We are all Americans, and I’m 
damned if we are going to take that vessei. It’s 
piracy on the high seas.’ The General was very 
‘mad and threatened to seize ourship. He insist- 
ea on our gome to Santa Marta, which we did. 
After this [read to the Captain my log of the 
occurrence and made a solemn protest against 
the proceedings. The Captain merely replied 
that it did not amount to anything. On our trip 
to Santa Marta the prisoners were put in the 
pocia! hall, aft. At Santa Marta some of the 
officers and men went ashore, and there was a 
beating of drums and music and a parade. A 
Dbugie call was sounded in the evening, and com- 
ng on board anchor was weighed and we steamed 
ack to Savanilla. After the soldiers and their 
prisoners had been landed the City of Mexico 
bailed for Boca del Torro.” R

Perez and Mr. Williams, of the Atlas Line of 
steamers, he said, came to his office, and the for- 
mer : tated that he wanted a steamer at once and 

ked if the City of Mexico was obtainable. Mr. 

illiams introduced him and said at the same 
time that the Atlas Line could notsend a steamer 
s00n enough to the ports Mr. Perez wished to 
reach. The steamer was chartered for $5,000 for 
BO days, her cargo to consist of flour, clothing, 
and rifles. The charter was two days afterward 
closed and an arrangement made with the Frank 
Brothers by which she was to bring back a load 
of bananas for them. Mr. Lord denied any 
knowledge that the arms were to be used in the 
wartare in South America. At the time of the 
charter no serious outbreak had taken place. 

In the charter specia! ciauses had been placed 
to protect the steamer, which Mr. Lord ex- 
plained by stating that it was the first charter of 
the kind to Spanish speaking colonies he had 
made out when arms were taken. He had re- 
Leived a paper to tne effect that Benjamin Gui- 
tan, to whom the vessel’s cargo was consigned 
at Savanilla, was the de facto commander there, 
god that this had been certitied to by the United 
Btates Consul there. He had crdered the Cap- 
tain, on arriving at that port, to report to the 
Consul at once. If there was any trouble with 
the Custom House officials there and the cargo 
could not be landed it was to be taken to Boca 
del Torro. He understood Mr. Perez owned the 
goods which were shipped.

GEN. GRANT ABOUT

TAKING HIS DAILY RIDE AND WALK BUT HIS 
_ REST BROKEN, 

As has happened for two or three days, 
Gen, Grant rose yesterday after a broxen night. 
When Senator Stanford left him on ‘thursday, a 
little before midnight, the General said he felt 
as though he could go to sleep at once and sleep 
well. Instead he was wakeful for considerably 
more than an hour, and when relief came it 
lasted only until 5 o’clock, when he was troubled 
with coughing and his throat needed attention. 
Then he lay awake for an hour, when he fell 
dozing until 8 o’clock. 

Dr. Douglas left him soon after this, but he 
did notstay so long as of late. There was no 
special ground for apprehension, but in view of 
the Gencral’s inability to get the sleep he feels 
he should nave and of the failure of the can- 
cerous growths to yieldto treatment, the doc- 
tor thought it only the part of caution to make 
aneariy return. Meanwhile the General had 
taken a half-hour drive with Mrs. Grant, Mrs. 
Dent, and U. 8S. Grant, Jr. He did not 
Wear a neck muffler as formerly, but kept 
the carriage closed.

Butthe doctor was not 15 minutes 
out of the house when his patient appeared on 
the stoop and trudged over his habitual course, 
the length of the block. Neighbors came out to 
greet him, and there were many friendly nods 
from the windows. Twenty or thirty persons 
kept pace with him, somewhat in the rear, along 
the opposite sidewalk. The day indoors passed 
without special event. 

In regard to late reports about Summer plans, 
one of the present household said yesterday that 
it was, of course, possible tnat the General 
might spend August in the Catskills, and that it 
was not impossible that he would go to Mr. 
Drexel’s piace at Mount McGregor, near Sara- 
toga, in July. The doctors, however, are mak- 
ing no plans in earnest. They say privately 
almost every day that the cancer is steadily ap- 
proaching a fatal stage. It has not been arrest- 
ed by the late general improvement in the sys- 
tem, and is a source of daily anxiety. Only 
a few days ago one of the _ doctors 
said, what he still maintains, that the 
cancer must prove fatal within .two months 
unless it should act contrary to all experi- 
ence, of which there 1s yetnosign. Dr. Douglas 
withina week has warned the family not to 
build hopes too high on this rally. Pleasant as 
it may be to discuss what may happen in July 
and August, such talk comes after a warning 
from the doctors of the gravest import, and so 
far as they allow themselves to speak of matters 
s0 remote and improbable they huve done it 
merely because disinclined to make further ret- 
erence to the deliberate and serious warning that 
has not yet been retracted. 

Indeed, Dr. Douglas has said time and again, 
doubtiess with the purpose of checking expecta- 
tions of a Summer in the country, that the Gen- 
eral could be better cared for at home than any- 
where else, and that even if improvement were 
possible at the recent rate, it would be danger- 
ous to think of removing him before the latter 
part of July. 

Miss Boutwell, daughter of ex-Secretary Bout- 
well, spent two hours at Gen. Grant’s last even- 
ing. She was the only caller. Dr. Dougias drove 
up about 10 o’clock, intending to return home, 
but he dismissed his carriage before 1]. The 
General showed fatigue during the evening, and 
some apprehension was felt at the retiring hour 
for his comfort, though none for his safety.

The largest fire in South Framingham, 
Mass., since 1883 occurred Thursday night, when 
the Jarge boot factory of Bridges & Co.,on Wa- 
verly-street, was partially destroyed. The 
factory was 5 stories high, 300 feet long, and 40 
feet wide, divided into sections of 200 and 100 
feet respectively by brick walls. The loss on 
the building, stock, &c., will amount to about 
$200 The insurance is placed through a Bos- 
ton agency and aggregates about $200,000, di- 
vided among some 100 companies, the names of 
which cannot be obtained at present. 


At Mooer’s Forks, Clinton County, N. 
Y., yesterday, a barn caught fire from the en- 
gine of a freight train going west on the Ogdens- 
burg and Lake Champlain Railroad. From the 
barn the fire communicated to Francis & Hager’s 
grist mill and some sheds containing wood 
which belonged to the same firm, all being a 
total loss. The mill was insured for $6,500. 

A fire in Church E. Gates & Co.’s lumber 
yard, at One Hundred and ‘hirty-eighth-street 
and Mott-avenue, yesterday morning kept the 
firemen busy three hours. The loss is not Jess 
than $10,000, and when the lumber is thoroughly 
examined it may reach $15,000. Sparks from a 
locomotive are supposed to bave caused the fire. 


The barn and wagon house of Ephraim 
Pierce, near Bridgeton, N.J., was destroyed by 
fire Thursday afternoon, together with some 
valuable machinery init. The fire is supposed 
to have been caused by some boys who were 
playing with matches. The loss is about $2,000, 
on which there is no insurance. 


A one-story frame building in T. F. 
Loundes’s coal yard, No. 228 East Sixty-fifth- 
street, was damaged by fire yesterday. The 
fiames spread to Sylvester Murphy's carpenter’s 
shop on the same lot, and did $3,000 damage. A 
horse belonging to Murphy was burned. 

Thomas J. Dunn’s restaurant, No. 1 West 
Third-street. was burned out early yesterday 
morning. The loss is about $1,200. C. Monks, 
sign maker, in the same building, loses about 
$300, and the damage to the structure is $500. 

The steam sawmill of A. C. Wheel- 
wright, at Petersborough, N. H., was burned 
yesterday morning, together with stock, ma- 
chinery, and tools. Loss, $6,000; insurance, 
$3,300. The fire caught from the boiler. 


John Sleight’s residence in Washington- 
street, Tottenville, was partially destroyed by 
fire Thursday night, causing a loss of $2,000, 
which 1s covered by insurance. The fire orig- 
inated from a defective flue. 

A fire yesterday morning destroyed the 
store and mold rooms and grinding depart- 
ments of Atterbury & Co.’s glass works on South 
Tenth-street, Pittsburg. Penn. The loss is 
$15,000; insurance, $10,000. 


Martin L. Ehrgott’s barn and hennery 
at Yonkers, N. Y., were destroyed by fire early 
yesterday morning.

COURT. 


BY THE SOCIALISTS. 

Charles A. Buddensiek, accompanied by 
his counsel, ex-Judge Fullerton, appeared in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday morifing. 
He explained his absence on Thursday by say- 

.ing that he was out of the city on private busi- 
ness, and had no intention of running away. 
Capt. Killilea was in court ana arrested Budden- 
sielkon the warrant issued by Coroner Martin. 
The prisoner was taken before Judge Barrett on 
a writ of habeas corpus. His counsel, ex-Judge 
William Fullerton, asked for his immediate dis- 


charge on the ground that as Buddensiek had 
given bail on the intlictment against him, Cor- 
oner Martin had exceeded his authority. Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine admitted that Budden- 
siek had given bail, but said that one of 
his bondsmen had ‘surrendered him. Mr. 
Fullerton responded that the bondsman referred 
to, Thomas Hagan, had changed his mind and 
would remain on the bond. Judye Barrett said 
that if the bail was satisfactory Buddensiek 
should be released from arrest on the Coroner’s 
warrant. The District Attorney said that while 
he would accept Hagan asa bonesman he pre- 
ferred under the circumstances’ to have a new 
bond prepared. Until that had been done he 
asked that Buddensiek should be committed to 
jail. Judge Barrett thought there was reason to 
doubt the sufficiency of the original bond and 
that anew one should be made. He therefore 
committed Buddensiek to the custody of the 
District Attorney. 

The Sociahsts held a mass meeting last evening 
at Wendel’s Assembly Rooms, in West Forty- 
fourth-street, to condemn what was stvled in 
the handbills ** the mass murderers, Buddensiek 
and company.” Some person had sent an anon- 
ymous letter to Police Superintendent Wall- 
ing, stating that the Socialists would organize a 
vigilance voummittee, march to . Buddensiek’s 
house, seize the contractor, and hang him to the 
nearest lamp post or otherwise lynch him. The 
Superintendent accordingly instructed~ Capt. 
Killilea to take the necessary precautions to pre- 
vent any such violation of the laws of this State. 
When the Socialists arrived inthe evening they 
found there Capt. Killilea and 30 big policemen 
armed with their long night clubs. The more 
impetuous Socialists began to protest against 
what they thought was going to be a police out- 
rage upon citizens who had met to discuss pub- 
lic affairs, but the secret of the anonymous let- 
ter to Superintendent Walling leaked out, and 
then good feeling prevailed. 

The hall was crowded, Edward King was the 
first speaker, and he denounced strongly Bud- 
densiek and his associates. He remarked that 
there were several voluntary societies of citizens 
in this city wno gave considerable of their time 
and money for the detection of crime, but there 
did not seem to be any organization to look 
after the safety of buildings, and the building 
examiners appeared to be as corrupt and 
rascally as the rascally contractors and builders. 
It was a disgrace to trades unionism that such 
men as the rascally contractors should be 
allowed to influence members, and it was hardly 
less disgraceful that such men as Buddensiek 
should be allowed to go out on bail after sucha 
grave indictment. A resolution was adopted as 
follows: 

Whereas, The public wholesale murderer, Charles A. 
Buaddensiek, has from motives of greed and meanness 
erected dozens of mantrapsin the shape of tenement 
houses in this city, and used in their construction the 
most wretched materials, in consequence of which 
those buildings are liable to collapse at any moment; 


and 

Whereas, Eight of these mantraps have already tum- 
bled down and killed one workman, who expired in ter- 
rible agony; 

Resolved, That this meeting brands the murderer, 
Buddensiek, as well as the city officials that he has 
boughtup to enable him to carry on his heinous trade, 
as the most contemptible scoundrels, who merit sum- 
mary punishment. 

The resolution also characterized individuals 
like Buddensiek and his accessories as the natu- 
ral product of the present capitalistic system of 
industry, that consisted in a wild and reckless 
chase after wealth, without taking into consid- 
eration the value of human life. 

Inspector D’Oench said yesterday that the 
committee who have examined the Buddensiek 
buildings in Eleventh-avenueand in West Sixty- 
first-street, have not yet agreed on a report or de- 
termined what shall be done with the structures. 

An order was served yesterday on the Bud- 
densiek allies, Max Danziger and Jacob L, 
Maschke, to forthwith repair and secure in a 
workmanlike and legal manner the four-story 
brick building just constructed on the north side 
of Seventy-eighth-street east of First-avenue. 
The brickwork is cracked and settled, the iintels 
broken, and the foundation settled and cracked.

GEN. JOHN J. PERRY. 

Gen. John J. Perry, formerly of Missis- 
sippi, but for many years a prominent lawyer of 
this city, died at the Hahnemann Hospital at 10 
o’clock Thursday evening. About two weeks 
ago Gen. Perry contracted a severe cold, which 
developed into pneumonia. His son was with 
him during the last two days of his illness, and 
was at his bedside when he died. 

Gen. Perry was born in Wellsburg, West Va., 
in 1833. Heattended Christian College at Beth- 
Jehem, Va.,and was graduated in the Class of °52. 
In the following year he accepted the post of 


Professor of Mathematics at the Michigan State 
University. Whenthe rebellion broke out in 
1861 Mr. Perry was residing in Mississippi, and 
was chosen Colonel of the First Mississippi Cav- 
alry; which was spoken of as one of the finest 
troops of horse in either army. Ue served un- 
der Gen. Lee during the entire war. and retired 
from the service a Brigadier-General, a title 
conferred upon him for bravery. At the close 
of the war he practiced law in Mississippi, but in 
1868 came North and entered into partnership 
with ex-Surrogate A. H. Dailey, of Kings Coun- 
ty, forming the firm of Dailey & Perry, baving 
an office for many years at No. 34 Park-row. 

During his practice Gen. Perry was counsel in 
many noted cases. Among them was the Ancke 
Jans dispute in regard to the Trinity Church 
property, which was in the courts from 1870 to 
1877. The Lewis will case against the United 
States, in 1874, attracted much attention, and 
was under the direction of Gen. Perry. The 
case which attracted the most attention in 
which he assisted was that of the Huguenot Na- 
tional Bank against Alexander Studwell, which 
went to theCourt of Appeals three times, the 
decisions of the lower courts being reversed in 
every instance. Since the death of his wife two 
years ago Gen. Perry has not been engaged in 
active business. He was a Mason,and stood 
very high in the fraternity. The funeral, which 
takes place at 10:30 o’clock to-morrow morning, 
wiil be at the Masonic Temple, Sixth-avenue and 
Twenty-third-street, with full Masoni c rites.

THE FORECLOSURE SUIT AGAINST 


THE READING. 

BEGINNING THE HEARING BEFORE THE FEX- 
AMINER—THE TESTIMONY OF TREAS- 
URER CHURCH. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—The taking of 
testimony before ex-Gov. Pollock, Examiner in 
the foreclosure suit instituted against the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad Company, by 
William M. Robinson, of New-York, a gencral 
mortgage bondholder, was begun to-day in the 
law office of John C. Bullitt. General Solicitor 
Kaercher represented the railroad company; 
Richard L. Ashhurst the Receivers: John C. 
Bullitt and Richard ©. Dale the Fidelity Trust 
Company, Trustees of the general mortgage; W. 
C, Hannis, the Bartol Committee, and Silas Petit 
appeared for Hugh A. Penny, an income mort- 
gage bondholder, who is contesting the priority 
of lien of the $5,000,000 general mortgage 7 
per cent. bonds. 

William A. Church, Treasurer of the company, 
was the only witness examined. He read from 


the company’s report of Nov. 30, 1884,to show 
the financial state of thecorporation. Summing 
up, he said that at the time specified the floating 
debt was about $19,000,000. Since that time 
$5,000,000 had been added tothe sum. This in- 
debtedness was termed “current liabilities.” 
The amount of general mortgage bonds out- 
standing Novy. 30, 1882,. according to a report so 
dated, was $19.686,000. In Januury, 1883, the 
$5,000,000 7 percents were put out. Mr. Petit 
proceeded to cross-examine the witness for the 
purpose of showing that at the time these bonds 
were put on the market the whole amount stip- 
ulated for was outstanding and conseguentiv 
that the 7 per cents are subsequently in lien to 
the income mortgage bonds, 

Mr. Church said that the last $5,000,000 were 
the only general mortgage bonds paying 7 per 
cent., and that they could be known by their 
numbers. He said that all of the general mort- 
gage bonds were really of the one issue. The 7 

er cents, he swore, bad been first put out as col- 
ateral before any of the income mortgage bonds 
were out. They were held, he chntinued, by va- 
rious banks in New-York and Philadelphia, and 
were got back and delivered by Charles Smith & 
Sons, bankers, on payment of the loan. 

It is thought to be a mooted question in law 
whether bonds acquire priority of tien from the 
time of their sale in the open market or whether 
priority abides in them even if the corporations 
by whom they are issued do not actually part 
with them. Counsel for Mr. Penny contends that 
priority goes only with open sale. He asked 
Treasurer Church several questions tending to 
show that the bonds that were said to be out as 
collateral came back directly into tne hands of 
the company, and that consequently there had 
not been such a parting with them as gave them 
priority. 

Judge McKennan, of the United States Circuit 
Court, made an order to-day authorizing the 
Receivers of the Reading Railread Company to 
continue the payment of interest on the floating 
indebtedness until otherwise directed by the 
court. The petition of the Receivers asking for 
this authority was presented to Judge McKen- 
nan in Chambers, where the different counsel, 
representing the various interests, argued for or 
aguinst the granting of the prayer for over an 
hour in the morning. The exact proceedings 
which took place were not made public, although 
it is understood that Mr. Hannis, counsel for the 
Bartol committee, reiterated by way of objec- 
tion his argument made at Pittsburg against 
the granting of the 60-day order which expires 
to-morrow. He thought no further time should 
be granted to the Receivers, and that the general 
mortgage bondholders’ interests were imperiled 
by further paymentsof interest on loans secured 
by the junior securities of the company. 

Judge McKennan impressed upon all the coun- 
sel present the importance of their speedily set- 
tling their differences, and although the order 
authorizing further payments of interest on the 
floating debt isto stand until further order of 
the court, it is made with the understanding 
that at theend of 30 days it will end, unless 
counsel present good reasons for its further con- 
tinuance. After the consultation was over the 
petition, with the order of court annexed, was 
entered upon the record. 

The petition recites that the authority con- 
ferred upon the Receivers to pay interest on the 
floating debt, under the order of the court, ex- 
pires on April 25, 1885, and that in the proceed- 
ings upon the petition under which such order 
was made it was shown that the failure to pay 
the interest would imperil about $32,000,000 of 
securities which are pledged as collateral to se- 
cure payment of the floating debt, which 
amounts to about $10,000,000. The petitioners 
turther showed that the collaterals are di- 
rectly earning and actually producing rev- 
enue to the railroad company to. the 
amount annually of about $460,000, and 
that while a large portion of the remaining col- 
lateral wili not during the year earn any inter- 
est, yet if their ownership were to pass away 
from the company by sale as collateral for the 

ayment of the floating debt the company would 

obliged to pay $350,000 by reason of its guar- 

antees, &c., thereon, and to prevent foreclosure 
and loss of the properties to the company.

CHATTANOOGA, April 24.—The trouble be- 
tween the two Receivers of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railroad is growing inter- 
esting, as the contest seems to be a conflict be- 
tween State and national authority.

Receiver Fink, it is said, was compelled to-day 
to escape from Atlanta into Tennessee on the 
tender of a locomotive, concealed in the coal, to 
avoid the officers of Georgia, who, 1t is said, 
were to arrest him for contempt.

RAPHAEL’S MADONNA DI SAN SISTO. 
From a London Letter to the Manchester Guard- 
ian. 

The statement made not long ago that 
the King of Saxony had offered to the British 
Government the gem of his picture gallery at 
Dresden, the celebrated ** Madonna di San Sisto,” 
appears to be correct. The sum asked is £150,- 
000. The Madonna is one of the most wonderful 
creations ot Raphael’s genius. According to 
Vasari it was executed for the principal altar of 
St. Sixtus at Piace za—at least it was there in 
Vasari's time, and was only removed to Dresden 
in the last century. The Virgin appenrs as the 
Queen of Heaven, in a brilliant company ot 
cherubim, standing in the clouds with the in- 
fantsonin her arms. St. Sixtus and another 
saint kneel at the sides. A curtain, drawn back, 
incloses the picture. On each side underneath 
is a light parapet, on which lean two beautiful 
angels. The work was executed about 1517-18,

A young Englishman, attired in a suit 
of dark tweed goods, and a “ Piccadilly topper,” 
who carried a valise of papers and wore an ab- 
stracted air, wasamong the passengers who ar- 
riyed”®in New-York by the steamer Assyrian 
Monarch on Thursday morning. He ordered a 
part of his baggage sent to Greenwich, Conn., 
and the rest to Ottawa, Canada, and then disap- 
peared in a cab without attracting any at- 
tention. The unostentatious stranger was 
Mr. Gladwin Cloves Cave, of No. 8 
Old Jewry, London, and of § Rossbrin 
Manor, County of Cork, Ireland, who comes to 
this country on a flying visit in search of what 
he hopes will prove the missing link in a 
bain of evidence that will entitle him to prop- 
erty in England, that means—in the language of 
Dr. Johnson—*“ wealth beyond the dreams of 
avarice.”” Mr. Cave is the claimant of the estates 
of the late Earl of Newburgh, which includes 
property in Derbyshire, Sussex, Gloucester, and 
Northumberland, producing an income of 


£50,000, and the suit about to come up in the 
English Court of Chancery promises to be as 
sensational as the famous Tichborne case. 

The estates which Mr. Cave claims consists of 
the Hassop estate in Derbyshire, Hassop Hall, and 
the farms, quarries, and mines in the peak; 
property in ilingon, near Arundel, in Sussex, 
upon which is situated the old palace formerly 
occupied by the Archbishops of Canterbury, and 
farms and mines in Gloucester and Northumber- 
Jand. Mr. Cave’s claim is based upon settle- 
ments made by the lust two Earls of Newburgh, 
Lord Thomas and Lord Francis Eyre, in favor of 
their mother’s family, the Dowager Countess 
Doliy Eyre. who died in 1838. Lady Doily had 
eight children, two sons and six daughters, 
ali of whom, singulariy enough, died 
without issue. The Countess was the youngest 
of four daughters. of John Giadwin, 
ot Mansfield. attorney and _ steward for 
the Duke of Portland, and the claimant of the 
estates is the great-grandson of her oldest sister, 

rs. Elizabeth Cloves. The Countess had also 
two other sisters, Mrs. Jane Wynard, whose de- 
scendants are living in Canada, and Mrs. Ann 
Colclough, whose grandson, John G. Colclough, 
took forcible possession of Hassop Hall 12 years 
ayo, and was dispossessed after occupying the 
property for three days. The property is now in 
the possession of Charles Stephen Leslie, the son 
by a tormer marriage of Col. John Leslie, who 
married Lady Dorothy Eyre, the elder sister of 
the Jast two Earis of Newburgh, Lord Thomas 
gnd Lord Francis Eyre, after she was 50 years of 


age. 

The Leslies claim that Lady Dorothy, who 
outlived her brothers, bequeathed the estates to 
her husband and his heirs. Mr. Cave claims to 
have the proofs in his possession that the 
codocil to Lady Dorothy’s will making this 
bequest isaforgery. He claims also that Lady 
Dorothy bad no legal right to dispose of the 

roperty since Lord Thomas and Lord Francis 

yre hud previously devised it, in case of the 
death of their sisters without issue, to Caroline 
Maria Cloves, tbe only granddaughter of their 
aunt, Mrs. Elizabeth Cloves, who was a great 
favorite witheveryfmember of the Newburgh 

mily. This document had passed into the 

nds of other descendents of John Gladwin 

who are living in this country. Mr. Cave 
recentiy advertised a reward of £1,000 for it, and 
it is in unswer to aresponse to the advertisement 
that he comes to this country. 

The reason why Mr. Cave has only just begun 
to coutest his claim to this vast property adds 
interest to a romantic story. Caroline Cloves 
‘was never informed of the action of the Earls of 
Newburgh, since it was so unlikely that all the 
eight members of the family would die without 
issue, that her parents considered it unwise to 
arouse anticipations that would in all probability 
never be realized. She married Mr. Cave’s father, 
Thomas Saunders Cave, in 1839, when she was 
but 16 years old. It is a curious fact, and in part 
accounts for the after history of the case, that 
although the Newburgh family and Mrs. Eliza- 

th Cloves arranged her marriage none of 
them were aware that she was a ward in 
Chancery untii after the marriage had taken 
place. It being contempt of court for a ward to 
marry without permission of the court, actions 
and suits were at once brought ugainst them, 
and the young bride and groom were obliged to 
leave the country and seek refuge on the Conti- 
nent. where the present contestant was born. 
He grew up in ignorance of the possession of 
any claims upon the Newburgh estates until the 
Spring of 1883, when an advertisement in the 
London Jimes met bis eye, in which John G. 
Colclough, whose claim to the property had 
been retuted, asked for information of the de- 
scendants of his aunts, Mrs. Cloves and Mrs. 
Wynard. 

Mr, Cave at once looked up the history of the 
«ase, and satisfied bimself that he was the right- 
ful heir. * For the last 12 months,” he said to a 
reporter of Tuy TINes yesterday, “I have been 
on a continual search, at the British Museum, 
the Heraid’s College, everywhere where I 
thought it possible to obtain any light upon 
this matter,and I have evidence now that will 
prove my claim to any jury. Still, I desire to 
oebtain the document devising the property tomy 
mother’s family, so as to have a clear walkover. 
The case is to come up before the Chancery 
courts in six weeks, where I] am to appear as de- 
fendant, suit having been brought against me by 
Leslie for * trespass and slander of title’ by rea- 
s0n of my going to Hassopand Slindon and noti- 
fying the tenantry to pay no rent to the present 
occupants. The court has decided that the en- 
tire question of title shall be tried upon this suit, 
and l am entirely ready to meetit. Ajl the ten- 
antry believe in the justice of my claim, and 
when I visited the property at Hassop they as- 
sured me of treir loyaity, and the Duke of Nor- 
folk, whose estate adjuins, received me most 
cordially.” js 

Mr. Cave states that the document by which 
the Leslies claim the property is avery awkward 
forgery. Itisinthe codicil of Lady Dorothy’s 
will, making bequests to servants and friends, 
and reads as follows: 

“I, Dorothy, Countess of Newburgh, will and be- 
gueath Slindon and Hassop, with all the other proper- 
pecan? everything { possess to my husband, Cul. 

i! ie.’ 

Jt is dated 7 o’clock A. M. and the signature is 
witnessed by two servants, Sophia Rosling and 
Mary Field. ** A niece of Mary Field,” said Mr. 
Cave, * whom I saw at Hassop, tells me that her 
punt, who is now dead, often spoke of that will 
as the most remarkable thing she ever knew of. 
She said that the Countess died at 2 o0’clock in 
the morning, and that after the body was laid 
out they put a pen in the dead hand and traced 
the codicil. Then when they came to the sig- 
mature they put a fly into the dead woman's 
mouth, so that the witnesses might swear that 
there was ‘life in the body.’ Upon obtaining 
acopy of the will I made a still more remark- 
able discovery. At the kead of this codicil in 
the original document there appears this note: 

**T. William Condell, was requested by Lady Doro- 
thy. Countess of Newburgh, to make the following be- 
quest:’ ; 

*“*Condell was her physician, and his note pre- 
cedes the codicil. Across it is written * not to be 
registered,’ and it was a sworn copy of this will, 
with that note unregistered, that was offered for 
probate instead of the original. Leslie took 
forcible possession of Hassop Hall after the 
death of Lord Francis Fyre, the eighth and last 

tl of Newburgh, in 1852.”" 

Mr. Cave left for Canada yesterday afternoon, 
and returns to England early next week, expect- 
ing to take the missing document with him. He 
spent Thursday night in Greenwich with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Arthur E. Rendle, whose husband is 
the horticultural builder of Broadway, who de- 
Rignsd and erected the great conservatories at 

he New-Orleans Exposition.

TO GUARD AGAINST CHOLERA. 

- A conference of the Health Officers of 
Wew-York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
New-Haven, and Boston was held at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel on Thursday to discuss quarantine 
matters generally and to agree upon uniform 
regulations so as to prevent the introduction of 
cholera into this country. It was decided to es- 
tablish more rigid rules and to throw additional 
safeguards around those now in force, The mat- 


ter of the udmission of old rags was taken up 
and fully discussed, and it was concluded to 
establish a_ close 
and to allow none to be ianded_ ex- 
cept after being thoroughly boiled or 
steamed by the superheated steam process. 
The sulphur process was declared to be a fail- 
ure, and the conference decided against it. It 
was mentioned incidentally that the fact of 
there being so few cases of smallpox in this city 
during the past month was traceable to the 
stringent regulations requiring ail old rags to 
be disinfected. The decision reached to make a 
close quarantine against ali old rags will be 
earried out at all the Atlantic ports, and will, it 
is believed, prevent the introduction of any dis- 
ease into this country. through such importa- 
tion.

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LADIES AS HEALTH INSPECTORS. 


VISITING THE SLAUGHTER HOUSE DISTRICT 

: ON THE EAST SIDE, 

Five members of the Ladies’ Health Pro- 
tective Association yesterday visited the slaugh- 
ter house district on First-avenue, between 
Y¥orty-third and Forty-sixth streets, to investi- 
gate complaints received by them, and to look 
over the ground previously inspected to see 
whether improvements had been made. A ro- 
bust, good-natured policeman accompanied 
them to keep off curious small boys, who have 
annoyed the ladies on former excursions. Mrs. 


Mathilde F. Wendt, President, and Mrs. M. E. 
Trautman, Corresponding Secretary of the asso- 
ciation, acted as marshals. James Owens, coal 
merchant, of No. 422 East Forty-sixth-street, 
was standing in his coal sheds when the ladies, 
followed by their brass-buttoned protector, filed 
in two abreast. The tenants of the house ad- 
joining that located in the coal yard had com- 
plained that a foul odor emanated from the 
premises, 

* Officer,” said Mr. Owens, advancing toward 
the invaders and tipping his high silk hat, **am 
1 to understand that you bring these ladies in 
here ?”’ 

“Sure, they came in by thimselves,” said the 
policeman. The five health protectors exchanged 
uneasy glances. 

“Don’t you know that they are entering on 
private pag edd and are liable to arrest?” con- 
tinued the dealer in coal. 

“Ah, now, Mr. Owens,” replied the officer, 
good-naturedly, ‘* you're snot the man to object 
to a visit from ladies.” Mr. Owens appeared 
somewhat mollified at this suggestion, which en- 
couraged Mrs. Trautman to add: “* Besides, per- 
haps, we came to buy some coal. How much is 
it by the ton?” 

Mr. Owens'’s ill-feeling was driven awa 
smile, and he concluded by giving the investi- 
gators the freedom of his premises. Tue vile 
odors complained of, it was learned, emanated 
from old bladders, which were cleaned ana dried 
on the premises and afterward used to contain 
sausage meat. The tenants in the adjoining 
house said that they were obliged to keep their 
windows closed continually on account of the 
stench, and feared sickness would result if it 
were not abated. The establishment is conduct- 
ed by Henry Herman, a butcher, of No. 420 Kast 
Forty-seventh-street, who leases the property 
from Mr. Owens. 

Whe dirtiest p!ace found by the ladies was that 
of H. Sonn, at No. 402 East Forty-sixth-street. 
His business is scalding calves’ heads, tongues, 
and feet. His floor was of wood, and was very 
vile and offensive. Severai other butchering 
establishments were visited, at each of which 
there was the natural odor which is always 
found where cattle are killed, but there were no 
traces of decaying fiesh, and everything seemed 
as cleanly as a wooden-floored slaughter house 
can be. The slaughtering was done on a paved 
surface, but the carcases were cut up over the 
wooden floors. The butchers ciaim that neither 
the carcuses nor the blood and refuse ever re- 
main on their premises for 24 hoursata time, 
and there was nothing to indicate to the con- 
trary. The only place with which the women of 
the Protective Association were satistied was 
that of Patrick Donohue, on Yorty-third-street, 
near First-avenue. He hada new asphalt floor 
to show them.

HIGH PRICES FOR PEPPER. 


CAUSES FOR THE DECREASE IN ITS PRODUC- 
TION IN THE EAST. 

The effects of the troubles in the spice- 
producing regions of the East Indies} are begin- 
ning to manifest themselves in the markets of 
the world by an advance in the prices of the con- 
diments in general consumption. This is espe- 
cially true of common black pepper, which 
shows not only a marked advance in price, but 
such aserious decrease in production in the old 
Gistricts thata pepper famine is likely to be 
averted oniy by the products from new sources, 
= Nepaul and Malabar, in the British East 

ndies. 

The decrease in production in the Dutch East 
Iudies has resuited from the strict blockade 
maintained by the Dutch at Acheen, supple- 
mented by the destruction of thousands of pian- 
tations by the earthquakes which have for the 
past two years desolated so great a territory in the 
East. To these causes fora rapid advance has 
been added the recent great fire at the London 
docks, resulting in the destruction of many 
thousands of tons of the pungent and fiery berry. 
The total production at Acheen. the great dis- 
trict, was in 1882 7,000 tons; 1883, 7,700 tons, and 
in 1584 5,700 tons, a reduction since 1878 of 14,000 
tons. The same. conditions atfecting the pro- 
duction inthe Dutch East Indies rule through- 
outthe British Indies, and the resuit is that at 
the present time pepper is ruling higher than at 
any previoustime. This state of affairs is likely 
to continue, as even if peace between the Dutch 
and the natives should be restored scarcity of 
population will for a number of years prove the 
principal stumbling block in the way of in- 
creased pepper production. 

Prompted by the abnormally high prices of 
black pepper, induced by the causes enumerated 
above, the producers have turned their atten- 
tion to the provinces of Hindustan as a suitable 
field for labor, and the continuance of the bigh 
prices now ruling—about 138% cents for Acheen 
and 1554 for Singapore, the difference being due 
to the freedom from dirt and trash in the latter. 
which is kiln instead of sand dried—will in the 
course of a few years transfer the pepper-grow- 
ing industry to the fertile piains of India, and 
with the unlimited labor to be had there 
bring back the cost to the prices ruling 
prior to the present time. Already the 
berries from the Nepaul and Malabar 
districts are making their appearance in the 
world’s markets. Whether due to newsoil or 
better care in propagation, these berries, though 
smaller than those grown in the Dutch districts 
and straits settlements,are stronger, and their use 
is likely to supplant the qualities formerly used, 
The spice trade in the city, while not fearing a 
famine, are inclined to the view that until a 
steady production from Hindustan is muintained 
the present high prices are almost certain to 
continue. 


WHAT WE PAY FOR LIGHT. 


Ene SEE eres 
THE RELATIVE COST OF ELECTRICITY AND 
GAS FOR STREET USE. 

A statement of the relative cost of 
illuminating the streets with the electric light 
and gas was yesterday placed before the Board 
of Aldermen by Secretary 8. McCormick, of the 
Gas Commission. At present there dre mm use 
647 electric lights, costing the city $165,308 50 per 
annum. Hesolutions passed by the Board of 
Aldermen provide for the introduction of 2,093 
more, the cost of which would be $534,761 50. 
The lights now in use displaced 3,016 gas lamps 
which cost the city $52,780 or $112,528 50 less than 
is now paid for the electric lights. The lights 
which the ‘Board of Aldermen have asked for 
would dispiace 5.345 gas lamps, the cost per 
annum of which would be $93,537 50 or $441,224 
less than would have to he paid for the electric 
lights. The total excess of the cost of the elec- 
tric lights now in use and asked for over gas 
lamps for the same area would, therefore, be 
$553,752 50 per annum. 

The cost of the 2,023 electric lights, $534,761 50, 
would provide for 30,557 gas lumps. If all the 
lamps which the Board of Aldermen has asked 
for should be supplied there would be within 
that part of the city south of Harlem 2,740 elec- 
tric lights, costing $700,070 per annum, and 13,685 
gas lamps, costing $232,986 50, making a total for 
lighting that portion of the city of $982,956 50. 
To this is to be added $117,630 for lighting the 
annexed district, making a grand total for illu- 
minating the city of $1,050,686 50. 

Mr. McCormick advises against the removal 
of the gas lamps in districts now illuminated by 
electric light, as the city may some time be 
forced to fall back on gas. ‘**I bave not,” says 
the Secretary, ** discovered eny advantage which 
the electric light possesses that cannot be ob- 
tained from gas lamps except the instantaneous 
lighting.”’ 








WHO WAS HER HUSBAND? 
Catherine Bussing, whose maiden name 
was Ludwig, died on May 29, 1883, and by her 
will she left her property to Hermann, her hus- 
band. At the time the will was made she was 


confined in the penitentiary on Blackwell's 
Island. She appointed Charles Forst Executor. 
Soon after the will was filed a man named Len- 
hard Gender came ‘forward and said he was the 
busband of Mrs. Bussing and claimed the estate 
of $2,000. This was refused_and he assigned the 
claim to Phillipa Susz. Yesterday, through 
counsel, Mrs. Susz moved before Surrogate Rol- 
lins that an accounting be made by Forst, and 
that he be removed, as she alleges he is using 
the funds of the estate for his own use. She 
says Gender was Mrs. Bussing’s rightful hus- 
band. Forst-says the true husband is a seaman 
and now out of the country. The Surrogate 
has reserved his decision. 





THE ALASKA  CHARTEREDFOR THEWAR 
Considerable excitement was caused yes- 
terday in shipping circles by the announcement 
that the famous Guion steamship Alaska had 
been chartered by the British Government. At 
the Guion offices the announcement was con- 
firmed. A cabie dispatch received from the 
Liverpool managers of the company stated that 
the Alaska had been taken by the Government, 
and directed that all the sailings of that vessel 
sheuld be canceled. The Alaska left this port 
last Tuesday. She is the fastest vessel of the 
Guion Line, and until the Oregon made her ap- 
pearance was the fastest steamer afloat. 





THE MUTINOUS FIREMEN DISCHARGED. 

While the steamship Principia was com- 
ing up the Bay yesterday morning a Dolice boat 
went alongside, and the officers arrested the six 
firemen, who refused duty on April 4, when the 
vessel was at Progresso, Mexico. The prisoners 
were taken before United States Commissioner 
Shields, who decided that he had no jurisdiction 
in the case. He advised Capt. Webster to lay the 
case before the- British Consul. Capt. Webster 
found that it would be extremely difficult to

The receipt is made thor- 
oughly negotiable by providing that the tin shall 
be delivered on payment of accrued storage 
only, (cartage, labor, &c., being paid by the party 
storing when the receipt is issued,) so that it 
will be asafe collateral, as banks will not be at 
the risk of any extra charges.

FLAMES IN BAXTER-STREET. 


SCHINDLER & SOLINGER AND OTHER FIRMS 
SUFFER CONSIDERABLE LOSS. 

A fire broke out soon after 1 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon on the third floor of the five- 
story brick building No. 124 Baxter-street, occu- 
pied by Schindler & Solinger, paper cutters. It 
originated from some unknown cause In a room 
partitioned off from the rest of the workshop, 
in which had been placed a new calender- 
ing machine which cost $4,000 and had been 


in use only a few days. The build- 
ing is occupied by a number of manufact- 
uring concerns, and there were about 40 men and 
boys at work on the Bama ag when the fire 
broke out. They all made their escape safely. 
Tbe men in Schindler_& Solinger’s establishment 
attempted to,check the flames, but owing to the 
inflammable nature of the stock they spread so 
rapidly that the workmen were compelled to 
abandon the attempt and seek safety in flight. 
Mr. Schindler, one of the firm, was returning 
from lunch when he noticed the flameand smoke 
coming out of the windows, He rushed up 
stairs, and on seeing the extent of the fire faint- 
ed. Two of his workmen carried him down 
stairs, and he recovered soon after reaching the 
open air, 

Meanwhile an alarm had been sent out, but 
when Chief Shay arrived the fire had assumed 
such proportions that a second alarm was turned 
in. The services of the reserve force were, 
however, not necessary, and the fire was extin- 
guished in‘an hour after its outbreak, The 
third floor of the building was gutted, and the 
flames had also extended to the floor above. The 
ioss of Schindler & Solinger is estimated‘at $11,000; 
they are insured for $7,000. The fourth floor was 
occupied by M.M. Kelton, manufacturer of 
presses, whose loss is $1,000; insured tor $2,000 
in the Sun Office of London. M.S8. Clark, man- 
ufacturer of plumbers’ supplies, loses $200. On 
the second floor was the machine shop of F, W. 
Pause, who sustains a lossof $1,500. The first 
floor was occupied by J. G. Devoe, plate glass 
cutter, whose loss is $800; insured for $2,500, 
The building, which is owned by J. R. Graham, 
can be repaired for $1,000. 


FIRE IN A BAKERY. 





THOUGHT TO HAVE BEEN STARTED BY A 
SPARK FROM A LOCOMOTIVE, 


The bakery of J. D. Gilmor & Co., at 
No. 203 Greenwich-street, was destroyed by fire 
atanearly hour last evening. The building is 
six stories in height. The fire was discovered by 
a loftman on the fourth floor, who gave the 
alarm, Mr. Gilmor ran up stairs and brokea 
dozen hand grenades over a blaze among a lot 
of boxes and barrels, but without effect. Three 


alarms were sent out, but before the first stream 
was brought to bear, the three upper floors were 
ablaze. It was impossible for the firemen to 
enter the building owing to the dense smoke, 
which poured from every window, and gave 
rise to the belief that an extensive conflagra- 
tion was in progress. The water tower was 
piaced in Greenwich-street, and soon flooded the 
building with water. The flames were hard to 
get under control, owing to the great amount of 
lard and butter kept in stock, and they would 
apparently be subdued, only to break out 
afresh. 

About 50 men and women were employed in 
the bakery, only 20 of whom were at work when 
the fire was discovered at 6:30. All escaped safe- 
ly, though a few left their coats and hats behind. 
Mr, Gilmor estimates the firm’s loss at $30,000 on 
stock and machinery, and $15,000 on the build- 
ing. Theinsurance will nearly cover the loss. 
Mr. Gilmor thinks that aspark from an engine 
on the Ninth-avenue road caused the mischief. 
All up-town trains on the road were delayed 
nearly two hours,
